Odell-Mason Ticket Wins in 
the Primaries. 


GRUBER FORCES VICTORIOUS 


M’Carren Slate Beaten by Coffey Men 
in Brooklyn’s Ninth District— 
Tammany Had no Contest. 


Republican and Democratic primaries 


were held in every Assembly district in 
Greater New York yesterday for the elec- 
tion of delegates to the several Republican 
Assembly and Congress District Conven- 
tiens, and to the Democratic Assembly 
District Convention. 

Tlie Republicans in Manhattan had two 
centests. In the Twenty-first Assembly 


District Abraham Gruber’s ticket defeated 
that named by Hector M. Hitchings by 2 
vote of about 2,800 to 800. 

Gov: Odell’s followers in the Twenty-ninth 
Assembly District succeeded in electing the 
ticket named by Alexander T. Mason, Sen- 
ator Elsberg, and Edward Lauterbach by 
a vote of about 1,267 to 883 east for that 
mamed by ex-Alderman Ware, Robert C. 
Motris, Newvold Morris, and Augustus 
Echwartzier. 

Democrats in Manhattan and the Bronx 
had ‘no contest, the regular tickets going 
through without opposition. Neither party 
had any contest in Queens or Richmond. 

In Brooklyn the McCarren forces met de- 
feat in the only 
Deputy Fire Comniissioner William A. 
Doyle, designated by Charles F. Murphy as 
patronage distributor for Brooklyn, swept 
the Seventh Assembly District, which in- 
eludes Coney Island, routing the McCarren 
men unger Thomas Wogan by a vote of 
4,414 to 1,802. 

In the Ninth Assembly District of Brook- 
lyn Assemblyman James J. Kehoe, who 
had the support of ex-Senator Michael J. 
Coffey, defeated Senator James H. McCabe, 
the McCarren leader. The vote was 2,147 
to 1,850. 

Brooklyn Republicans had a quiet day at 
the primaries. In the Third Assembly 
District of Kings Richard H. Laimbeer’s 
ticket easily defeated the M. C. Hanton 
slate by a majority of about 300.

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RIFLE SHOTS STOP TRAIN. 


Two Boys Accused of “Shooting Up” 
New Haven Local. 
Passengers on a local train on the Sub- 
urban Branch of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford, as it approached a 
bridge at One Hundred and Forty-ninth 
Street last night, were alarmed when they 


heard several rifle shots outside, and at

one car were shivered, the fragments of 
glass flying in many, directions, but fortu- 

nately harming no one.

| Southern Boulevard examining the fasten- 


ings of “‘ the lid” in this part of the Bronx, 
arrived at the bridge and heard the shots 
which had frightened the passengers. 

The conductor had stopped his train, and 
with the brakeman was searching the track 
with lanterns for the source of the shots. 


This part of the track for four or five 
blocks is at the bottom of a cut from 
twenty-five to forty feet deep, and where 
the street bridges across it it is thrown into 
deep shadow. 

Although Kern weighs close to 200 pounds, 
he climbed over the bridge railing and 
dropped more than twenty feet to the side 
of the cut below. He barked his knees 
and knuckles in the fall, but was up quick- 
ly, and saw hiding in the shadow of the 
bridge two boys, armed with Flobert rifles. 
They bolted when he shouted to them, and 
ran along the track to One Hundred and 
Forty-seventh Street, where, in spite of 
his weight and his sore knees, he caught 
them and made them prisoners. After the 
conductor learned who had been 
ing up” his train he ordered the flurried 
passenkers back to the cars and went 
ahead.

shooting and informing them that several 
of their trains on this line had been simi- 
larly shot at within the past few weeks 
and asking an investigation, 

The ammunition uséd by the boys was 
buckshot, as large as a 22-calibre pistol bul- 
let, which at the close range of the shoot- 
ing’ would have inflicted serious injuries if 
it struck any of the passengers, to say 
nothing of the danger from broken glass. 
The maximum penalty for their offense is 
twenty years. 


HEARST ATTACKED IN HOUSE. 


Representative J. R. Williams Declares 
He Would Bring Defeat. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—For the first 
time an attack upon the Presidential can- 
didacy of William R. Hearst was made in 
Congress to-day by a leading Demoerat— 
J. R. Williams of Illinois. He delivered an 
emphatic protest against the Hearst move- 
ment and intimated that the Democrats in 
Congress agreed with him. John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi led the applause, 
and was the first to con@ratulate his name- 
sake, whose hand was also shaken by other 
Democratic leaders. 

Mr. Williams did not mention Hearst’s 
name, but the allusion was understood by 
every one. Declaring that the President’s 
course furnished the Democracy with win- 
ning issues, he said an attempt was being 
made to sidetrack these issues and force 
a nomination and a platform which would 
deprive the Democracy of its chance to win. 

“An effort is under way,” he said, “to 
line up the Democrats in behalf of a radi- 
cal candidate, to disorganize and demoral- 
ize the party before the convention meets. 
I don’t believe the great body of the party 
is going to be disorganized by such an 
effort from any such source as this. I 


know no better place to test public senti- 
ment than the National capital, where the 
people’s representatives from every State 
assemble, and in my judgment there is not 
only a disposition, but a determination,

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JEROME EULOGIZES 
TAMMANY HAL 


Independent Democrats 
May Be Drawn to It. 


Thinks 


LAUDS ITS NEW LEADERS 


Says Murphy Has Tried to Stop “ Graft” 
in Liquor Trade and Has Al- 
ways Opposed Gamblers. 


District Attorney Jerome is of the opinion 
that Mayor McClelan, Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo. and Leader Murphy will succegd in 
ousting the gamblers from New York, and 
that great political possibilities lie in a 
regenerated and reformed Tammany Hall. 

“The gambling question in this city,’ 
said Mr. Jerome yesterday, “‘is more im- 
portant than is tommonly realized by the 
people. For years in this city there have 
been many thousand independent Demo- 
crats, whose votes have really changed the 
elections one way or the other. These inde- 
pendents are sensible, thinking men, who 
realize that to render political action most 
effective they have got to be in some party 
organization. They have kept out of Tam- 
many Hall simply because they believed 
there was a powerfyl element in that or- 
ganization which was allied with the crim- 
inal classes in this city. 

“These men do not expect perfection in 
any party organization. They realize that 
the tone of political activity. in all parties 
is low, and that this tone is only to be 
changed gradually by public opinion coming 
to a higher plane. They do feel that a po- 
litical party can and ought to dissociate 
itself from any connection with crime, and 
if they believed that Tammany Hall would 
do this they would be willing, if only from 
the political end, to support that organi- 
zation and join ft. They realize that out- 
side of party ranks it is hopeless for them 
to expect to accompligh much. 

“If I understand this situation aright, 
this view has gradually come to the best 
men in Tammany Hall, and to-day McClel- 
lan, Murphy, and McAdoo are absolutely 
sincere, in my opinion, in their efforts to 
dissociate the organization from any con- 
nection with these criminal classes—a con- 
nection which has been very real in the 
past. I don’t mean to say that McClellan 


has not a moral basis for his antagonism - 


to such an alliance. But it is not neces- 
sary to go into the moral grounds of the 
question. That it is the very best political 
wisdom to divorce the organization from 
this alliance must be apparent to.every one 
who thinks. 


TAMMANY’S PAST DEFEATS. 


“Every time Tammany Hall has been 
beaten in the past it was not because of 
politics, but because of its alliance with 
criminals. Now I believe the political in- 
expediency of any further alliance of this 
kind is realized by Murphy and McClellan 
and the better element in Tammany Hall— 
such leaders as Hayes, Scully, Keenan, 
Dewling, Ahearn, and many others who 
stand strongly with Murphy in his efforts 
to break up this alliance. These men-feel 
that the contributions of money, the votes 
and the small amount of patronage brought 
to the organization by these criminal 
classes do not compensate for the detri- 
ment caused by their connection with the 
organization. 

“I believe McClellan, McAdoo, and the 
others are making a sincere effort to break 
up this situation, It is still true, however, 
that it is not being broken up or improved, 
but, on the contrary, is getting worse. 
This is an illustration of the power of the 
corrupt forces at work in this city against 
those who stand up for decency. This is 
regrettable, and they are entitled to every 
consideration, for the difficulties in their 
way ‘are enormous. No one knowing the 
Police Department and the gambling ele- 
ment as wéll as I do can fail to appreciate 
how enormous these difficulties are. 

“Their present failure to accomplish 
their object ought not to subject them to 
undue or unfair criticism. If ultimately 
they do not accomplish it, they must be 
incompetent, or there is some fault in our 


law. It can’t be done without a full knowl- 
edge of the situation and lo 
ede spublic. yal support from 
“Is the city as bad as it was four or 
‘years ago?” Mr. Jerome was asked. — 
No, it is not as bad, so far as gambling 
houses and poolrooms are concerned, as it 
was in 1901," he said. “But it is worse 
than it was in 1903. You see, when Tam- 
many Hall went into power, this criminal 
element, which had always supported Tam- 
many and which had been tts greatest 
weakness, thought it would run riot and 
return to the conditions of the Spring of !

RACE WAR BEGUN IN TEXAS. 


Killing of Five White Men Results in 
Organized Fight on Negroes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GALVESTON, Texas, March 29.—The 
fatal shooting of Sidney Stewart and the 
wounding of two of his companions at Sils- 
bee Monday night by negroes have pre- 
cipitated a race war which threatens the 
extermination of the negroes in East 
Texas. 

Within ten days five white men have 
been murdered by negroes, and a reign of 
terror exists throughout the unorganized 
lumber, oil, and rice settlements, many of 
them far removed from towns. 

i Saturday the white men began ordering 

y euas and ammunition from Houston, Beau- 

; mont, and other places, and the negroes, 
hearing of this, began arming themselves. 

The negroes have been ordered out of 
Silsbee, a small settlement seventy miles 

+ nerth of Beaumont, and several other oil 
| and lumber camps, where several hundred 
negro laborers are employed. 

An unconfirmed report to-night says that 
four men have been killed by a posse of 


whites who sre chasing a half dozen blacks | 


charged with robbery and arson. Another 
report states that over 100 negroes well 
armed are in the woods north of Silsbee 
defying the whites. 

Several attempts to fire Sour Lake, Bat- 
son, and Saratoga oll fields, which resulted 
in the destruction of over $150,000 worth of 
property, are charged against the blacks. 
The trouble originated in the negroes being 
discharged from the mills and oil fields, 


| FOIL MINNESOTA LYNCHERS. 


Mob Attemptg to Hang White Man, but 
Cfficers Repulse It.

LACROSSE, Wis., March 29.—As a result 
of the alleged attack by Charles Powers, a 
Milwaukee road brakeman, upon Inez 

Drake, aged ten years, at Lanesborough, 
Fillmore County, Minn., a mob of 200 in- 
furiated citizens to-night stormed the vil- 
lage jail in an attempt to lynch him. 

Marshal Calligan, with a half-dozen 
armed deputies, arrested Powers. While en 
route to the jail the officers were attacked, 
but drove off the mob at the point of revol- 
vers. Later the mob grew. It secured the 
school house bell rope for a noose. 

A hardware store furnished axes and 
rams, and the attack on the jail began. The 
Marshal and his deputies were successful 

‘ in repulsing several attacks, firing shots in 
warning. The jail is still surrounded at 
midnight. 


MANY HURT IN COLLISION. 


Trolley Cars Crash on Stuyvesant Street 
—Police Reserves Out. 

More than twenty passengers were more 
or less severely cut about their faces and 
hands in a coflision late last night between 
a west-bound cross-town Christopher Street 
car and an east-bound Second Avenue care 


in front of 12 Stuyvesant Street. The cars 
struck h--¢_ on, but. were not going fast, 


so that’. "worse accident was thus pre- 
vented. 

The police only secured the names of four 
of the injured, the others hurt being taken 
away by friends or else able to seek treat- 
ment on their own account. Three ambu- 
lances were summoned from Bellevue Hos- 
pital, and the surgeons dressed the wounds 
of half a dozen or more of the passengers. 

The passengers whose names the police 
secured, and their injuries, Betsy 
Wolf, twenty-three years old, of 52 Green- 
wich Avenue, injuries unknown, taken 


home by her escort; Bernard A. Arono- 
witz, fifty years old,.of 24% Monroe Street, 
cut on both hands and face, went home;

Large Loan Also Negotiated with Union 
Pacific Shares at Bank Affiliated 
with Standard Oil. 


Heavy purchases of Union Pacific stock 


which have been going on for several days | 


were declared yesterday to have been made 
for the account of William Rockefeller and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
road, which is known as a Rockefeller 
property. 

It is understood that the purpose of the 
purchases is not to disturb the control of 


the Harriman interests in the control, but 
simply to permit the St. Paul Road to have 
an influence in the affairs of the Union 
Pacific, with which it now has a very close 
traffic agreement on exactly the same 
terms as the Chicago and Northwestern. The 
St. Paul system is a direct Eastern connec- 
tion of the Union Pacific, with which it 
joins hands at Omaha, and close relations 
between the two roads can only be con- 
sidered as strengthening their respective 
positions. 

It was conjectured in the Street that the 
one reason for these purchases was to es- 
tablish such close community of interests 
as to make it possible to use the same as a 
club wherewith to bring the Hill-Morgan 
interests In Great Northern, Northern Pa- 
cific, and Burlington to terms in the method 
of dissolution of the Northern Securities 
Company. 

This, however, was denied by persons in 
a position to know. It was said that there 
was no necessity for any strenuous meas- 
ures, and that although the question of the 
dissolution of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany would undoubtedly have to be settled 
by the courts, in which case Mr. Harriman 
and Mr. Hill would appear on different 
sides of the argument, yet there was no 
misunderstanding of such a nature as to 
cause any necessity of strengthening their 
respective positions. It was stated that 
each side was fully aware of the conten- 
tions ofthe other, and that they respected 
each other’s opinions thoroughly, even 
though they did not agree. 

Not being aware of the position of the 
forces as thus set forth, Wall Street, of 
course, indulged in all kinds of speculations 
as to the meaning of the purchases. The 
Street realized that the buying was more 
than an ordinary market movement. Ahy 
one who could read the ticker at all had 
become convinced that it was not a mere 
speculative movement. 

Until yesterday, however, nothing definite 
was known about the sources of the buying, 
although rumor had it that it came from 
26 Broadway, the Standard Oil Building. 
When, however, it became evident that the 
buying was for the account of Standard Oil 


interests who intended to turn over the. 


shares to the St. Paul Road, the shares 
rose abruptly in the market. Union Pa- 
cific common, which had closed Monday 
at 83%, sold as high as 87%, closing at 86%, 
and the preferred advanced a point, to 93. 

Further interest in the purchases was 
aroused by the fact that a large loan was 
negotiated with Union Pacific shares as 
collateral. The amount of this loan is un- 
derstood to have been $7,000,000, and it 
is understeod to have been negotiated with 
a bank with Standard Oil connections. 
The borrower is understood to have been 
the purchaser of the stock. 

There was at one time an idea that the 
shares were being bought by the Hill- 
Morgan interests, in order to insure to 
them representation on the Union Pacific 
board, as a-sort of balance against the in- 
fluence of the Harriman interests in the 
Northwestern roads. ThiS, however, was 
authoritatively denied by all those con- 
cerned. 

While the purchase of these shares must 
be counted among the most interesting de- 
velopments of the last few months in the 
community-of-interest {dea, yet it is assert- 
ed that it will not make any tangible dif- 
ference in the administration or attitude 
of the properties involved. The amounts 
of stock purchased are not heavy enough 
to. pass control, but are large enough to 
guarantee to the holder permanently a 
certain friendly influence in the manage- 
ment of the Union Pacific, thereby assur- 
ing the continuation of those relations 
which have existed between that road and 
the St. Paul system for several years,

DENVER, March 29.—Denver has at last 
adopted a charter that is pronounced strict- 
ly a corporation measure, designed to per- 
petuate the franchises of the street railway 
and’ water companies, whose charters are 
nearing expiration. There was a lack of 
interest in the election, and from the out- 
set little doubt was expressed as to the 
result. The majority for tlhe charter is 
said to be not less than 10,000. 

In some districts much less than thé 
average vote was polled, the ward man- 
agers feeling it incumbent not to roll up 
too great a majority where the precincts 
are under the investigatfOn of the courts.

ALARM OVER THE KAISER. 


Recrudescence of Throat Trouble Re- 
ported from Berlin Authorities. 


PARIS, March €0.—According to the Lon- 
don correspondent of the Matin a dispatch 
was received from Berlin during the night, 
coming from a high quarter, which says 
that alarming news has been received con- 
cerning the health of Emperor William. 

It is declared that there has been a 
recrudescence of the throat trouble, for 
which the Emperor was operated upon last 
year. 


ROME, March 29.—The meeting between 
Dowager Queen Margherita and Emperor 
William occurred to-day. Queen Marghe- 
rita, although the weather was threaten- 
ing, left Rome at an early hour by special 
train for Terracina, where an automobile 
was in waiting. 

Going swiftly to Gaeta she boarded the 
Italian battleship Re Umberto, (King Hum- 
bert,) named after her late husband, and 
went to meet Emperor William, who was 
on his way from Naples to Gaeta on board 
the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, 

The two ships thus met at sea. The scene 
was picturesque, as many flags fluttered 
gaily in the air, the crews cheered, and the 
bands played the national anthems of Italy 
and Germany. 

Emperor William immediately boarded the 
Re Umberto, and after half an hour’s chat 
the Queen accompanied his Majesty on 
board the Hohenzollern, where they had 
luncheon. The Queen said as she left the 
Hohenzollern: 

‘““Now I have determined to visit Ger- 
many.” To this Emperor William refflied: 
“As a friend, I hope.’ 


PRINCESS’S NECKLACE FOUND. 


Discovered in Paris Pawnshop—Belgian 
Suspect Arrested. 


PARIS, March 29.—A Belgian accused of 
stealing a historic pearl necklace belonging 
to the Princess Alice de Bourbon, daughter 
of Don Carlos, Pretender to the Spanish 
throne, has been arrested. 

The necklace, which had been pawned, is 
in the hands of the authorities. 


GIRL LIED ABOUT MURDER. 


Almost Sent Five Men to Gallows— 
Coached by Widow. 


CHICAGO, March 29.—A child’s_ testi- 
mony reversed saved five; men from the 
gallows to-day. It was in the case of Will- 
iam McCarthy and four Polish young men 
on trial for murder. The witness was 
Appolonia Starosta, a little girl, who first 
gave direct, straightforward, eye-witness 
testimony apparently establishing beyond 
question the guilt of the men. 

She then repudiated her sworn evidence. 

In explanation she declared that she had 
been instructed how to testify by the widow 
of the murdered man. 
. Charges against the prisoners were with- 
drawn on the spot by the State’s Attorney, 
and the five men immediately walked out 
of the dock. 


MELVILLE NOW SOLE SURVIVOR. 


Last Member But One of De Long Arctic 
Expedition Dies in Michigan. 


MANISTIQUE, Mich., March 29,—With 
the death here of Frank X. E. Manson it 
is believed there is but one survivor of the 
ill-fated arctic expedition commanded by 
De Long. This is Rear Admiral George W. 
Melvilie. : 

Manson’s death was due to his expe- 
riences’ in the artic. Long crippled with 
rheumatism, since five years ago, when he 
was stricken with paralysis, he had been 
practically helpless. Besides a medal of 
honor, Congress some years ago granted 
him a pension of $30, which only a few 
weeks ago was increased $2 a month. 


DYING MAN KEPT DIARY. 


Alone in Woods He Recorded Progress 
of Fatal Disease. 


ESCANABA, Mich., March 29.—Clutching 
in his dead hand a record he had written 
showing his condition from day to day as 
he lay dying of a fever, the body of Hans 
C. Jepson, formerly a prominent citizen 
of Escanaba, was found to-day in a log 
shanty in the woods forty miles from Esca- 
naba. His nearest neighbor lived fifteen 
miles away. 

The diary covers a period of eighteen 
days, and indicates the progress of the 
fever which culminated in death March 
20, the date of the last scrawl of the 
diary. 


HAM GETS FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Boston Embezzler of American Surety 
Company Scored by Court. 


BOSTON, March 29.—Wallace H. Ham, 
ex-Boston manager of the American Surety 
Company of New York, was sentenced to- 
day to serve not less than fifteen nor more 
than twenty years in the State Prison at 
hard labor, 

Ham last week pleaded guilty to two in- 
dictments charging him with the embezzle- 
ment of nearly $250,000 from the American 
Surety Company and from St. Luke’s Home 
for Convalescents in Roxbury. 

Judge Robert O. Harris, in passing sen- 
tence, said: 

“This is a@ case of deliberate stealing 
which has been going on for years and of 
betraying of trusts imposed. We even 
find that he has been stealing from an in- 
stitution founded to aid: sick women. 

‘*‘ Nothing has been offered to show what 
has become of the money appropriated. 
It does not seem plausible that Ham does 
not know. As manager of the surety com- 
pany he had a warning constantly before 
him, and he always held it up to others, 
There has been deliberate, methodical, and 
persistent gtealing, and it demands a most 
substantial sentence.’ 


SUES HENRY B. PAYNE ESTATE. 


Cleveland Man Seeks $741,873 from Ad- 
ministrators for Stock. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 29.—A suit 
for $741,873 has been commenced in the 
Court of Common Pleas by Samuel J. 
Ritchie against Charles W. Bingham, Ste- 
venson Burke, Henry P. McIntosh, and 
Charles W. Bingham as administrator of 
the estate of the late United States Sena- 
tor Henry. B. Payne. 

Ritchie and the defendants were, the pe-. 
tition states, intefested in the Canadian 
Copper Company; the Anglo-American Iron 
Company, and the Central Ontario Rail- 
road, all corporations with millions of cap- 
ital stock, 

Ritchie claims’ that in the operation of

Despite a cross fire which+Gen. Mish-' 
tchenko directed against the enemy, he 
pays a tribute to their tenacity and pravery,| 
the Japanese only ceasing to fire after a 
combat which lasted for half an hour. 

Before the Russians could follow up their 
advantage three Japanese squadrons gal- 
loped toward the town, which two of them! 
succeeded in entering, while the third was| 
driven back in disorder, men and horses 
falling. The fire maintained upon the} 
town was so destructive that the Japanese 
were unable to make an effective return. 

Further Japanese reinforcements arrived 
an hour later, and, in view of the superior-, 
ity of the enemy, Gen. Mishtchenko deter-' 
mined to retire, doing so without embar-. 
rassment, although he.carried with him 
three killed and sixteen wounded. 

Gen. Mishtchenko’s Cossacks have been 
endeavoring for some days to come in con- 
tact with the Japanese patrols, but the:lat- 
ter refused the combat. 

The skirmish of to-day will have the ef- 
fect of fixing the policy of the Russians -tg¢,, 
retard as much as possible the advance oft 
the Japanese Army. rmemanai 

Gen.. Kuropatkin’s dispatch “reporting. 
Gen. Mishtchenko’s operations does not give 
the place of its origin, but it is presumed 
that the Commander in Chief fs either at 
Liao-Yang or en route to Niu-Chwang. 

Gen. Kuropatkin's report is as follows: 

“T have the honor to respectfully come 
municate to your Majesty the report of Gen. | 
Mistchenko, dated March 28, at 10 P. M.. 
which says: 

“¢For three consecutive days our small 
outposts attempted to draw the Japanese 
cavalry into action, but their patrols, after, 
contact was established, retired beyond!

* «Having learned that four squadrons of

***In the town a company of infantry and 
a squadron of cavalry were lying in am-. 
bush. Our men were reinforced by three: 
companies, and attacked the Japanese with 
a cross fire. Notwithstanding this and our ‘ 
commanding position, the Japanese gallant- 
ly held their ground, and it was only after 
a fierce fight of half an hour’s duration, 
that the Japanese ceased fire and sought : 
refuge in the houses. The Japanese hoisted 
the Red Cross flag at two points. 

““*Soon afterward three squadrons of the 
enemy were seen advancing along the Kase 
am road at full gallop toward the town, 
which two of the squadrons succeeded in 
entering, while the third fell back in dis- 
order under repeated volleys from our 
troops. A number of men and horses were 
seen to fall. 

“¢Por an hour afterward companies con- 
tinued to fire on the Japanese in the town, 
preventing them from leaving the streets | 
and houses. 

*“* An hour and a half after the beginning 
of the engagement four companies were 
seen on the Kasan road hastening to at- 
tack. I gave the order to mount, and the 
entire force, with a covering squadron, ad- 
vanced in perfect order and formed in line 
behind the hill. The wounded were placed 
in front and the retirement was carried out 
with the deliberation of a parade. 

“‘*‘The Japanese squadron which was 
thrown into disorder was evidently unable 
to occupy the hill which we had evacuated, 
and their infantry arrived too late. 

“* The detachment protecting our rear 
guard arrived quietly at Kasan (?) where 
we halted for two hours in order to give 
attention to our wounded. At 9 P. M, our ~ 
force reached Noo-San. 

*“*Tt is supposed that the Japanese had 
heavy losses in men and horses. On our 
side, unfortunately, three officers were se- 
verely wounded—Stepanoff and Adroonko in 
the chest and Vaselevitch in the stomach. 
Schilnikoff was less seriously wounded in 
the arm, but did not leave the field. Ihree 
Cossacks were killed and twelve were 
wounded, including five seriously.’ 

“Gen. Mistchenko bears witness to the 
excellent conduct and gallantry of the off — 





cers and Cossacks, and especially praises 
the Third ee of the Argunsk Regi 
ment, commanded by Krasnvstanoff.” 


LONDON, March 30.—No Japanese report 
of the land operations in Korea has yet 
been received here, and there is much 
speculation as to the size of the opposing 
armies, regarding which there is no reliable 
infcrmatian.

Chang, 180 miles from the Tumen River, 
and the flanking column, consisting of 
Cossacks and mountain artillery, coming 


along the Valley of the Tumen River 
towards its source, had reached the coast 
of: Lake Tadji. This column reports that 
the Japanese are advancing north from 
Won-san, and that their advance guard 
is encamped at Chong-Ping. It is probable, 
however, that none of these various re- 
ports can be accepted as authentic. 


COSSACKS FIGHT BANDITS. 


Twenty-eight Killed and Six Captured 
Near Bidzevo. 


LIAO-YANG, March 29.—In the rear of 
Bidzevo, fifty Cossacks encountered a 
strong band of Chinese bandits and charged 
upon them, killing 28 and capturing 6.

FIRST SHOT OF THE WAR. 


Korietz Fired it, but in Reply ta Three 
Japanese Torpedoes. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 29.--Accord- 
ing to a letter received from an officer of 
the Russian gunboat Korietz, which was 
destroyed by the Japanese at Che-mul-pho, 
bis ship technically fired the first shot of 
the war, but this shot was not fired until 
after the Japanese had fired three tor- 
pedoes in an effort to sink the Korietz. 

The officer writes that on Feb. 8, with- 
out knowing that there had been even @ 
rupture of diplomatic relations, the Korietz 
left Che-mul-pho for Port Arthur and met 
the Japanese cruiser and torpedo squadron 
while still in neutral waters. The Korietz° 
steamed between the two divisions of the 
squadron with the tarpaulins still covering 
her guns when it was noticed that the 
cruisers were training their guns on the 
Russian vessel. It was then decided to put 
back into the harbor. 

While the Korietz was going about the 
Japanese launched a torpedo, which passed 
astern. The Japanese launched another 
torpedo, but it was only when a third tor- 
pedo was seen coming directly for the 
Korietz’s beam that the command was giv- 
en to open fire, and two shots were fired. 
The third torpedo sank just before reaching 


the Korietz.

ODESSA, March 29.—Protests are being 
made against the enforcement of the so- 
called voluntary subscriptions toward 
the cost of the war. While the Prefect 
has now absolutely forbidden patriotic 
manifestations in the streets, all the 
workmen in the railway service who re- 
fuse to subscribe cash to these patriotic 
manifestations are discharged. 

At Sosnowice the administration of the 
Vistula Railway published a circular or- 
dering “ voluntary ” war subscriptions to 
be levied. Some of the poorer railway 
servants proposed to give one-half of 1 
per cent. of their salaries, but the ad- 
minist>:tion replied that not less than 1 
per cent. should be given. 

The railway servants are now protest- 
ing as far as they dare against these 


compulsory levies.

Mr. Conger’s message makes no reference 
to the reported hauling down of foreign 
flags by t Russians. 

owever, the State Department is deter- 
mined to use the utmost circumspection in 
taking any action or lodging any protest 
which might convey the impression that the 
United States was injecting itself into the 
present struggle without the most pressing 
necessity. 

In fact, it is stated that it is the inten- 
tion to let matters run along for a while in 
order to allow actual experience to deter- 
mine whether American interests really 


shffer. 


LONDON, March 29.—It is learned that 
the British Government has no intention 
of protesting against the Russian action 
in declaring martial law at Niu-Chwang. 
An endeavor will be made after the cessa- 
tion of.hostilities to secure compensation 
for such British merchants as are pecu- 
miarily affected. 

It is pointed out at the Foreign Office 
that neither the United States nor Great 
Britain ever considered Niu-Chwang neu- 
tral, and when Secretary Hay’s note was 
received it was tacitly admitted that Niu- 
Chwang might quite likely be one of the 
points of a Japanese attack, and the Rus- 
sians are considered quite within their 
rights in taking the necessary steps to 
prevent possible Japanese aggression.

WEI-HAI-WEI, March 29.—I have just 
returned from a cruise I took with the 
object of verifying the truth of a report 
brought by a Chinese junk that the Rus- 
sian and Japanese fleets had been in 
contact on the high seas. I covered 190 
miles, but found no evidence of either 
fleet, though the watch reported flash 
Signaling for a short period about 4 this 
morning. 

I was debarred from running close in 
to Port Arthur owing to a heavy fog over 
the northern half of the Yellow Sea. I 
imagine the weather has been too thick 
for the Japanese to remain close to Port 
Arthur in view of the Russian strength 
in destroyers. 

The latest information from trustwor- 
thy sources inside Port Arthur comes 
from a Japanese merchant who escaped 
in one of the many Chinese junks which 
are now driving a profitable trade supply- 
ing Port Arthur with foodstuffs. It is esti- 
mated that the food supply of Port Ar- 
thur is sufficient for one month. The 
garrison is not so large as represented. 
It does not exceed 10,000, excluding the 
naval strength. 

Work on damaged vessels is progress- 
ing diligently. In the bombardment of 
March 10 90 per cent. of the Japanese 
projectiles burst. There were three small 
fires as a result, but no wholesale con- 
flagrations are reported. 


LONDON, March 29.—The Times's 
military correspondent says: 

“That Admiral Makaroff intends to 
take the offensive at the first favorable 
moment appears certain, but whether he 
has the power to effect anything serious 
is doubtful. The Admiral is in a very 
difficult and delicate position, and only 
by the exercise of the greatest caution, 
coupled with the right moment and the 
utmost dash, can he do more than expend 
the residue of.the Russian naval power 
uselessly. His constant references to his 
offer of battle and to his adversary’s 
apparent desir® to decline the offer 
throw upon him the onus of making good 
his words sooner or later. 

“He must know that his inferences 
and conclusions give an entirely imag- 
inary view of the policy of the Japanese, 
who are willing and eager to fight, but 
not under the close fire of the Russian 
land batteries. 

“ Makaroff’s reports are leading his im- 
perial master and the public to picture a 
strong and resourceful Russian squadro; 
pining to engage with an enemy seeking 
refuge in flight the instant the might of 
Russia is drawn up in battle array out- 
side the harbor. 

“We are arriving at the moment when. 
a renewal of the naval struggle appears 
imminent, and at any moment we may 


hear of the collision of the rival squad- 
rons.” 


ALMOST BOTTLED, SAYS TOGO. 


Tells of Thrilling Attempt Under Fire— 
Three Killed, Nine Wounded. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—The Japanese 
Legation has recetved from Tokio an offi- 
cial report made by Admiral Togo respect- 
ing the second attempt to “ bottle up”’ the 
Port Arthur squadron. In the report Togo 
says: 

“About 3:30 A. M. of the 27th of March 
the ‘bottling-up squadron,’ composed of 
four ships, escorted by a torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer and torpedo-boat flotiNa, reached 
outside of Port Arthur, and without mind- 
ing the searchlights of the enemy steered 
straight toward the entrance of the har- 
bor. 

‘“At about two marine leagues from the 
entrance the ‘ bottling-up squadron’ was 
discovered by the enemy. Thereupon the 
shore batteries and guardships showered 
het fires upon the squadron, but, in spite 
of the terrific fire, the ships made their 
way into the inner roadstead, one after 
the other. 

“Phe steamer Chiyo Maru anchored 
at a position about half a cable from the 
Golden Hill, blew itself up, and sunk. 
The Fukui Maru passed a little ahead of 
the Chiyo Maru by its left side, and at the 
moment when she was lowering anchor 
was shot by a torpedo from the enemy's 
destroyers and sunk in that position. 

“The Hachi-Hiko Maru also anchored, 
blew itself up, and sunk. The Yoneyama 
Maru, colliding with the stern of one of 
the enemy's torpedo-boat destroyers, passed 
between the Chiyo Maru and Fukui Maru 
and anchored in the middle of the road- 
stead. At this moment the ship was shot 
by a torpedo from the enemy, was carried 
toward the left-side shore, and sunk side- 
ways. 

“The result of the action being as above 
described, there is some space left be- 
tween Hachi-Hiko Maru and Yoneyama 
Maru. It is a matter of regret that the 
roadstead could not be completel} closed 
up.” 

Commander Hirose Takeo, one under- 
officer, and two sailors were killed, and 
Sub-Lieut. Shimada, Lieut. Nasaki, Engi- 
neer Kurita, and six sailors were wound- 
ed. The rest were safely taken in by the 
Japanese torpedo-boat destroyer flotilla. 

Admiral Togo adds: “‘ When all the mem- 
bers of the ‘bottling-up squadron’ had 
been taken in and our boats withdrew to 
the outside of the harbor, a ship, which 
appeared like one of the enemy’s, was seen 
at the foot of Golden Hill utterly incapable 
of navigation. 

“‘ Although both our destroyer flotilla and 
torpedo boat flotilla were subjected to ter- 
rific firing from the enemy until the dawn, 
not the slightest damage was done to any of 
the boats.” 


TOKIO, March 29.—Admiral Baron Yama- 
moto, Minister of Marine, read Vice Ad- 
miral Togo's account of the sixth Japa- 
{ nese attack on Port Arthur in the the lower 
{ house of the Japanese Diet this afternoon. 
} The report waa received with tremendous 

applause. 

Admiral Yamamoto referred feelingly to 
the heroic death of an officer who was’ 
killed in the engagement, and dwelt on the 
great difficulty of bottling up Port Arthur 
ettectively. He said that this project was 
still far {rom completion. 

Continuing, the Minister of Marine de- 
clared that the revival of the martial spirit 
at Pert Arthur since the arrival of Vice 
Admiral Makaroff was apparent, and he 
expressed the hope that the Russians would

JEROME LOSES CASE 
AGAINST PHIL DALY, JR. 


Adjudged Not Guilty of Maintaining 
a Gambling House. 


VERDICT BY COURT’S DIRECTION 


Count After Count Previously Stricken 
from the Indictment—District At- 
torney’s Arguments Vain. 


Acting under instructions from Judge Mc- 
Mahon, in the General Sessions, yesterday 
the jury in the case of Philip Daly, Jr., 
returned a verdict declaring Daly was not 
guilty of maintaining a gambling house or 
“public nuisance’’ on West Forty-fifth 
Street. ‘ 

On the previous day of the trial the court- 
room was crowded by well-known sporting 
men and race horse owners. As soon as 
Judge McMahon took his seat on the bench 
Lawyer Daniel O'Reilly, counsel for Daly, 
moved that the first count in the indict- 
ment, that of keeping a gambling house 
on West Forty-fifth Street, be taken from 
the consideration of the jury on the ground 


; that the prosecution had failed to prove 


that Daily wes in any way interested as 
owner or proprietor of the house. This 
motion wes granted. Then in rapid suc- 
cession three, other,, counts were stricken, 
from the indictmént.. They were opetatiiig 
a gambling house, maintaining a gambling 
house, and being a common gambler. 

The only count left on which to go to the 
jury was that charging Daly with main- 
taining a public nuisance. When counsel 
arose to discuss this last count he moved 
that the jury be directed to acquit, on the 
ground that the prosecution had failed to 
prove Daly’s connection with the Forty- 
fifth Street gambling house. 

“T take it that so far as this motion is 
concertied there is no dispute on the evi- 
dence that gambling actyally took place 
in that house on the in question—Oct. 
8 last?”’* queried Mr. Jerome. 

“There is no dispute over that,” re- 
marked Judge McMahon, ‘ but there is no 
evidence to substantiate the only charge 
or count left in this indictment, ‘ main- 
taining a public nuisance.” Admitting the 
public nuisance, there is nothing here to 
show this deefndant’s connection, either 
as owner, manager, lessee, or person in 
charge of the premises on the date speci-

“Then,” said the District Attorney, “ as 
I understand it, the only thing in your 
Honor’s mind is the question of control. 
Now, if your Honor please, we have pro- 
duced sufficient proof to show this defend- 
ant’s connection with the control of the 
housé. The policeman who went there in 
evening dress, Fritschman, testified that 
Daly took him into the house and intro- 
duced his goseng, Eartny. saying, ‘ This 
is my partner, Mr. a: Oe 

“There has been no evidence to show that 
Zeiss was his partner in a gambling house,” 
remarked Judge McMahon. “He might 
have been a partner in any sort of a bus!i- 
em, but that did not come out on this 
trial.’’ 

“Well,” said the District Attorney,’ we 
have shown that this defendant was a tout 
at least for this gambling house, and under 
the law he is guilty although he may only 
have aided and abetted." 

“ There is no evidence here that he exer- 
cised any authority that night in the place,”’ 
interrupted Judge McMahon, * This count 
in the indictment does not charge him with 
aiding and abetting. It charges the defend- 
ant with having control or management of 
the gambling house, and there has been no 
avidence to prove that.” 

—_— McMahon directed the jury to find 
a verdict acquitting Daly, and the jurymen 
did so without leaving their seats. ; 


GAMBLERS, DISMAYED, GIVE UP. 


McClellan-McAdoo-Murphy Fiat Shat- 
ters Their Last Hope. 


Mayor McClellan and Police Commission- 
er McAdoo will not retreat one inch from 


. the stand they have taken against the 


gamblers of New York. Both of them said 
so yesterday during a private conversation, 
and the persons to whom it was carried are 
now satisfied that the Mayor and the Po- 
lice Commissioner mean business and that 
the gamblers will have to emigrate. 

The gamblers had had hopes that certain 
political leaders in Tammany Hall who had 
agreed to stand by them would compel the 
Mayor and the Police Commissioner to give 
way. On Monday they received a little fur- 
ther hope when informed that a conference 
had been held between the leaders of Tam- 
many and that the subject would be further 
discussed by these leaders yesterday. It 
is understood that the meeting arranged for 
yesterday was held, but that Mr. Murphy 
sent neither representative nor message. 
It was further learned that the gambling 
syndicate in Tammany received the ultima- 
tum of Leader Murphy to shut down or go 
to State prison. 

That the news caused general dismay 
among the poolroom proprietors was ap- 
parent in the fact that no fewér than thir- 
ty-five poolrooms closed up and several 
more made arrangements for closing on 
Friday. 

The Mayor declared yesterday afternoon 
that political considerations had no bear- 
ing whatever on his’ “lid” policy and 
would have none. The declaration was 
brought about by uw question as to whether 
the result of the primaries in the contested 


districts of Brooklyn would have any bear- 
ing on the “lid” question. 

*Why should they?” asked the Mayor. 
“TIT can see no reason why the primar 
results, whatever they may be, should af- 
fect police policy. he lid is on, and is 
going to stay on. Politics cuts absolutely

Police Commissioner McAdoo called all 


his Inspectors together yesterday and 
delivered a lecture to them. He told them 
he did not want them to give information 
to newspapers concerning the work one 
done by the department. In fact, he lai 
down the ‘rules of the navy to them, and 
gave them to understand that in the future 
when a newspaper printed an interview 
an Inspector the said Inspector 
e called upon to explain. 

Police Inspector Richard Walsh was much 
annoyed yesterday over the fact that he 
had been misquoted in the mornin 
papers in an interview in which he was 
credited with saying that any man_ in 
New York who did not know the gambling 
houses were open was a fool. nspector 
Walsh said his words had been misinter- 
preted; that he never meant to convey 
such an idea, and that he had never made 
use of the words attributed to him. On 
the contrary he said that in his district 
the lid was down tight, and there was no 
hance of it being lifted so long as he 
was an Inspector. He wanted it distinctly 
understood that he would not rest a minute 
so long as there was gambling going on in 
his district, but would work night and day 
in securing evidence that would result in 
the conviction of the gamblers. 

All the other Inspectors were out doing 
police duty last night. It is their inten- 
tion to hold the Captains under them re- 
sponsible for any violations of the law, and 
they started out yesterday with the ob- 
ject of getting possible evidence. 


MURPHY PLEASED WITH THE LID.

WOODCHUCKS DESTROY GRAVES 


Bones of Revolutionary Soldiers Ex- 
posed by Animals in. Middletown.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 29.— 
Thrown out of their graves by ground 
hogs the bones of many heroes of the 
Revolutionary War and the War of 1812 
are oftén exposed to sight and plowed 
under by farmers in the tewn of Wawa- 
yanda, Orange County. 

In this town there are twenty-five bury- 
ing places, many of them dating back 
years before the Revolutionary War.

BEDELL WITHBRAWS ONE 
RAILWAY “GRAB” BILL 


Measure Affecting Designation of 
Transfer Points Killed. 


REMSEN GAS BILL DENOUNCED 


Assistant Corporatign Counsel Guy Pro- 
tests That It Violates the Charter 
of New York—Hearing Next’ 
Thursday.

ALBANY, March 29.—At the same time 
that he moved for the advancement to 
third reading of four of the street railway 
bills which have been the subject of de- 
nunciation on the part of many of the civic 
organizations of New York, Chairman Be- 
dell of the Assembly Railroads Committee 
to-day announced the withdrawal of the 
fifth bill, known as the Transfer bill and 
generally considered the most objegtiona- 
ble of the lot. 

In making the motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of the Transfer bill Mr. Be- 
dell said that personally he regarded it as 
@ proper measure. The object which he 
had understood the bill was to serve, he 
said, was to relieve congestion at certain 
traffic centres by giving the Railroad Com- 
mission .the right to -designate transfer 
points.” ‘But the impression had grown, by 
reason of the agitation over the mat 
which had. been going on, in New York, 
that the effect of the bill would be to abol- 
ish transfers altogether. 

While this opinion, he believed, was 
totally unjustified, he thought, neverthe- 
less, that in the present condition of the 
public mind on the subject it would be un- 
wise to press the measure. He therefore 
moved to strike out the enacting clause of 
the bill, Assemblyman Carr of Albany 
asked that he be recorded against the mo- 
tion to strike out. He was the only ob- 
jector. ‘ 

Mr. Bedell then asked that the four other 
bills be advanced to third reading, and that 
a day be set for debate on them, Mr. New- 
comb objected. “I do not think it is a 
wise policy to advance these bills,’” said 
Mr. Newcomb, “ although I am not in sym- 
pathy with much of the attack which has 
been made upon them. I believe that the 
good faith of those who are asking for the 
legislation cannot be questioned. However, 
there are in this bill some things that the 
Legislature may not care to grant, even 
though they are asked for in good faith. I 
ask that the bills be discussed on second 
and third reading on some fixed days.” 

Mr. Bedell said he thought the objection 
urged by Mr. Newcomb was a reasonable 
one, and he would therefore suggest that 
the bills be debated on second and third 
reading Thursday of this week. 

Speaker Nixon offered a suggestion at 
this point that satisfied all sides. He said 
the bills could be taken up on second read- 
ing on Thursday. The suggestion was 
adopted. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Guy of 
New York City to-day appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Miscellaneous Cor- 
porations and expressed the unalterable op- 
position of the City of New York to the

IS A BRIBE SEEKER 


Opponents of Department Store 
Liquor Bill Accuse J. P. Smith. 


EXCITEMENT AT A HEARING 


Smith, Who Edits a Liquor Dealers’ 
Journal, Hotly Denies Charge 
of Double Dealing.

ALBANY, March 29.—A sensational scene 
Was enacted to-day before the Assembly 
Excise Committee. Threatened with a full 
exposure of his record by a man Who had 
already presented evidence tending to show 
that he had sought a fee from interests 
directly opposed to those whom he was 
regularly employed to represent, J. P. 
Smith, editor of a liquor dealers’ journal 
and well known here as a lobbyist for the 
liquor interests, arose and excitedly ex- 
claimed:

HOODLUMS TERRORIZE 
RIVERSIDE DRIVE 


Storm Fashionable Houses and 
Stone Passing Riders. 


POLICE UNABLE TO PROTECT | 


Residents Fear Worse Violence If They 
Complain to Authorities—Stories 
of Violence. 


Predatory gangs of boys have established 
a reign of terror in the fashionable resi- 
dential section between the Boulevard and 
Riverside Drive, Bighty-ninth and One 
Hiundred and Tenth Streets. Fhey are 
stoning residences and traffic, breaking 
windows, molesting small shopkeepers, and 
committing all sorts of outrages; and dwell- 
ers in_the neighborhood declare that the 
police, though doing their best, seem alto- 
gether unable to meet the situation. 

During the last two weeks the depreda- 
tions of the gangs have assumed such pro- 
portions that citizens living in the neigh- 
borhood are seriously contemplating the or- 
ganization of a vigilance committee. Others, 
inclined to consider the situation as alto- 
gether hopeless, are preparing to move 
away. 

it is especially along Riverside Drive and 
in the~park which skirts it that the boy 
gangs are most active. In molding the riv- 
er slope into a park the landscape archi- 
tects have striven as far as possible to pre- 
serve the natural characteristics of the lo- 
cality. The result is a piece of country 
at the very door of the city, the kind of 
spot to attract a boy with imagination kin- 
died by Wild West literature and to pro- 
vide a suitable setting for the sport he 
likes. At the bottom of the undulating park 
slope are the New York Central tracks, 
with a constant procession of moving 
freight trains. 

Between the railroad track and the river 
lies a strip of flat land. Here every after- 
noon and evening pseudo-Indians from the 
tenement district about Amsterdam Avenue 
sit on their haunches about blazing camp 
fires, while their wild war whoops awaken j 
echoes among the fashionable residences 
that: fringe Riverside Drive... And when 
they tire of these pastimes they move on 
Riverside Drive, where they stone auto- 
mobiles or horse riders. 

Charles Elliot Warren, a banker, who 
lives at 326 West Eighty-ninth Street, yes- 
teraay sent a communication to Capt. Mc- 
Nally at the West One Hundredth Street 
Station, asking that something be done to 
protect dwellers in that section of the city. 
Last Friday afternoon, when he and his 
daughter were riding along Riverside Drive 
in his automobile, they were stoned by a 
gang of boys near Ninety-ninth Street. One 
of the missiles struck Miss Warren in the 
head. fortunately, however, without caus- 
ing serious injury. On Monday. afternoon, 
while out in his automobile, this time alone, 
he had a similar experience. On Sunday 
boys stoned his residence, one hurling a 
missile through his parlor window. 

“The whole neighborhood is being ter- 
rorized by these gangs of hoodlums,” said 

j 


Mr. Warren yesterday, ‘“‘and it has come 
to a pass where the residents refrain from 
resenting these outrages for fear something 
will happen to themselves or to their prop- 
erty. On Saturday afternoon I saw a gang 
of these boys steal a delivery wagon from 
a vacant lot at the Boulevard, near. Nine- 
tieth Street, pull it through West Eighty- 
ninth Street and the grounds surrounding 
the residences of Bishop Potter and Dr. 
Matthews at the corner of Riverside Drive, 
and hurl it down the stone steps leading 
to the river.”’ 

A reporter from THE NEw YORK TIMES 
heard mary similar complaints from auto- 
mobilists accustemed to using Riverside 
Drive. Arthur, BE. Colgate, a civil engineer, 
who lives at.251 West Ninety-sixth Street, 
was drivirg three days ago through West 
One Hundredth Street. When near the cor- 
nier of Riverside Drive he was struck on 
the head by the fragment of a bottle 
hurled by a boy. On Monday, at the same 
spot, he was painfully injured on his knee 
by, a jer e stone thrown ‘by a boy.

“It was only yesterday afternoon,” said 
Mr. Bond, “that a gang of about a score 
of these young hoodlums held up every car 
at the corner of Amsterdam Avenue for a 
quarter of an hour by placing emply barrels 
and limbs of trees on the track. When the 
cars stopped they pelted them and the 
motormen removing the obstructions. They 
kept this up until a policeman scattered 
them. This afternoon they held up a de- 
livery boy and stoned him all the way from 
Amsterdam to West. End Avenue.” 

Amsterdam Avenue shopkeepers are com- 
oe too, that their windows are being 
broken and show cases standing in the 
street are overturned by the gangs. i 

The section from which the complaints 
come is policed from the West One Hun- 
dredth Street Station, where Capt. Nally 
is in charge. The Sergeant in charge of the 
Station admitted when THe Times reporter 
called, that a complaint had been received 
from Mr. Warren, but said that was the 
only one that had come in for a long’ time. 

“There are no gangs in this precinct,”’ he 
said. “‘ As for the stoning of automobilists 
on Riverside Drive, it never occurs. We 
have there a force ample to maintain order 
and to look after the boys.” 

The policemen from this precinct patrol- 
ing Riverside Drive told a different story, 

“This precinct takes in the Drive from 
Kighty-ninth Street to One Hundred and 
Tenth Street,”’ said one. “I am here alone 
to-day to cover the entire distance. There 
is one man in the Park. and he is expected 
to look after the railroad track and river 
front, a_ favorite ‘ hang-out’ for the boys, 
us Well. We have one bicycle and one mount- 
ed. man. but the former has to look after 
West End Avenue and the Boulevard, as 
well, and the mounted man is responsible 
for all of the Drive. Morningside Avenue, 
and West One Hundred and Tenth Street. 
I have been chasing boys all afternoon, but 
you cannot be oe Us ovary where at once.” 


DRAGGED UNDER CAR UNHURT. 


Boy Indignant When Surgeon Wanted 
to Examine Him. 


After he had been dragged beneath a 
troliey car for a distance of thirty feet at 
Eighth Avenue and One Hundred and Six- 
ty-fourth Street last night, but had saved 
himself from death by clinging to the fend- 
er, Edward Bennington, nine years old, of 
2,922 Eighth Avenue, crawled out from his 
perilous position practically uninjured. 

Pale from frignt at the thought that he 
had killed the boy, Frank Ross, the motor- 
man. helped him to his feet, and. laughed 


hysterically when young Bennington an- 
nounced that he was unhurt. Ross then 
fummoned an ambulance from the J. Hood 
Wright Hospital, and Dr. Chancellor ar- 
rived.

With three tickets in the field, the contest 
for the control of the Democratic delegates 
to the Albany convention was one of the 
most hotly contested in years.

PARKER MAY LEAVE. 
BENCH AFTER APRIL 18 


Should State Convention Instruct, 
He Might Wish to Talk. 


BID FOR McCLELLAN’S HELP 


Move to Ascertain Whether the Mayor 
Would Consent to Nominate the 
Judge at St. Louis. 


So confident have the friends of “Judge 
Parker become during the last few days 
that he will be named by the Democratic 
National Convention as its candidate for 
President that they. declared last night at 
the Hoffman House and at the Democratic 
Club that the Judge might resign his place 
on the bench right after the April 18 State 
Convention in order that he might be free 
then to make plain his position on public 
questions, 

In addition it was said-last night that a 
close personal friend of Mayor McClellan, 
who also is a personal friend of Judge 
Parker, has been requested to sound the 
Mayor to see whether he wonld be willing 
to make the nominating speech at St. 
Louis placing the name of Parker before 
the convention. 

That Judge Parker was considering the 
question of nesigning at an early date was 
believed generally by close personal friends, 
some of whom have” lunched with him 
at Albany during the last ten days. 
They declare that Judge Parker has 
regretted the fact that because of his 
place on the bench he. could not re- 
ply to attacks such as came _ from 
William Jennings Bryan and others of that 
class who had termed him a “‘ human inter- 
rogation point,’’ and that only the fear that 
it would appear as though he were too 
anxious for the nomination has held him 
from freeing himself of some of the re- 
strictions of his position at this time. 

Ex-Senator Hill and other advisers and 


campaign managers for Judge Parker have 


advised him, however, not to make any 
move until. after the State Convention is 
held, when, if it instructs or declares for 
Parker as the candidate, he will.be in a 
better position to resign and come out in 
the opén with a statement of his “views. 

It was known that one of Mayor McClel- 
lan’s best friends late last week lunched 
with Judge Parker, and afterward came to 
New York and saw the Mayor. He did not 
make any direct proposal to the Mayor to 
make the nominating speech for Parker, 
but sounded him quietly as to his possible 
willingness to do so. From this it is taken 
that Judge Parker, if he resigns, will at 
once take up the active management of his 
own campaign, and will in that way seek to 
free his candidacy of any closer cormmection 
with Hill than‘is absolutely necessary. 

John M. Preston, ex-State Superintendent 
of Banks, and one of the closest personal 
friends of Judge Parker, sounded a har- 
mony note at the Democratic Club last 
night and said that, while the: supporters 
of Judge Parker wanted the State Gonven- 


o instruct for him; there was no in- 
Soutien of forcing instructions, if such an 
act would be regarded as hostile by the 
Democratic organization in New York 
Cov. want to see Parker nominated,” 
said Mr. Preston, “and we firmly believe 
now that he will be named, but we do. not 
want to cause any hard feelin ns in Tam- 
many Hall. If Mr. Murpay.'S ks to his 
position of asking for an un nstructed dele- 
gation, I think that the Parker men will 
be willing to content themsélves with 
merely an indorsement and with the elec- 
tion of delegates who shall be in a large 
majority firm Parker men. We want har- 
mony, not discord. 

Ex-Mayor Josiah Quincy_of Boston, who 
was at the Democratic Club last night, 
lunched with Judge Parker in Albany two 
days ago, but would not say anything 
about the matter last night. He did say, 
however, that the friends of Richard Oi- 
ney in Massachusetts have been working 
hard for the. Olney boom. 

‘We now are confident in Massachu- 
setts,” he said, ‘that Olney will be the 
choice of. our wante Convention, which is 
to meet on April 2 We then shall elect 
four delegates at ate: consisting of Will- 
iam A. Gaston, who ran for Governor last 
year; Mayor Patrick A. Collins of Boston, 
Congressman E. L. Thayer, and W. -L.

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LAWSON WROTE LETTER 
REPROACHING ROGERS 


Reminded Him of Agreement That 
Lawson Was to Get 1C Per Cent. 


PROFITS BIG, ROGERS SAID 


Lawson Recalled That He Was Warned 
to Say Nothing to Injure Gas Stock 


and Hurt Own Interests. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, March 29.—The Boston Record 
this afternoon-published.the following: 

“A reporter to-day secured the full text 
of the remarkable letter written by T. W. 
Lawson to H. H. Rogers, and which coun- 
fel for the latter would not permit him to 
Bee or receive, but which finally was ad- 
mitted in Mr. Lawson's testimony. It is 
#econd in importance only to the testimony 
of Mr. Lawson that he has done. more 
than $100,000,000 worth of business with H. 
H. Rogers without writing.’” The letter, 
which is dated Feb. 11, 1904, begins thus: 

“*My Dear Mr. Rogers: Mr. Albers’ has just 
reported to me that Mr. Hemenway and 
Mr. Beck called upon him and stated that 
Mr. Winsor says the 10 per cent. of the 
New: England Gas and Coke matter was 
to be paid to me through you; that I had 
received $75,000, $11,000, and $6,000 on ac- 
count of it, and that the whole account 
had been balanced and there was some 
$5,200 due me, and Messrs. Hemenway and 
Beck asked Mr. Albers if I would agree 
this. was the condition of the account. 
Now, Mr. Rogers, while I am so indignant 
J can hardly argue the matter rationally, I 
will state the facts just as thy were, and 
just as you know them to be, and about 
which there can be absolutely no misun- 
derstanding.” 

After explaining that the matter came to 
him from second and third parties, Mr. 
Lawson continues: 

“On March 8, 1902, you called me on the 
telephone and asked me if I would not go in 
with you and Messrs. Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. to settle up the entire gas situation. 
You called my attention to the fact that if 
‘we all joined hands it would be the best 
thing for the public and every one con- 
cerned, and by the plans as Kidder, Pea- 
body & Co. had them laid out, there would 
be enormous profits made. I said to you 
that I stood as I always stood, ready to go 
into any fair deal that would insure the 
public and all other parties in interest fair 
treatment, but that I wanted to know more 
of the plans and would have to have a 
firm agreement as to my share in the enter- 
prise.”’ 

Mr. Lawson then goes on to say that he 
made the following proposition by tele- 
phone: 

“First, if anything is done it will be 
through you; that is, I take your word ab- 
solutely on any agreement, and you go bail 
for mine for whatever I agree to do. 


“* Second, I will do nothing on contingent 
promises of theirs. 

“Thira—My expenses so far have been 
ere $500,000 and $600,000; profits noth- 
ng. 

“Two plans—First one, $1,000,000 to me. 

** Second, $1,500,000 to both of us—that is, 

750,000 to each—but you to allow me the 
$500,000 in something which I am now ready 
for and which I will guarantee you against 
loss to extent of mry_$750,000, and which I 
ig will double the $1,500,000 in ninety 

ays. 

** You later called me up and asked me if I 
would allow you to arrange the details, 
keeping in mind what I had said was the 
general situation, as by the above telephone, 
and later in the afternoon you called me up 
and said that Mr. Winsor, for Kidder, Pea- 
body & Co., had agreed that I should have 
10 per cent. of any and all profits connected 
with the entire ‘transaction, and that in 
gyour opinion is was as good or a better 
offer than either one I had made. I then 
said, ‘If -yeu think this is so, I will agree 
to it,’ which I did there and‘then. Later, 
when I saw you, you repeated to me the 
trade you had made, and many times there- 
after you have repeated it. 

“There has never been any mention made 
in any way, shape, form, or manner of any 
interest in the New England Coke, and I 
have. never had any idea, nor have I now, 
of what this means. Later I received of 
you’ $85,000 and have never, since this mat- 
ter was mentioned, had any other money 
transactions with you of this nature, and 
you have repeatedly in conversation with 
me since this trade was made stated that 
my 10 per cent. could not amount to less 
than a number of hundreds of ‘thousands 
of dollars. Repeatedly you have said to 
me I should be surprised at the largeness 
of my profit, and everything that you have 
ever said to’ me on the subject has been 
of a nature to lead me to think that my in- 
terest was up to the offer I made. 

“Some time ago you said to me: ‘ Law- 
son, I have: been thinking over the great 
responsibility I am under in holding your 
interest in the Massachusetts Gas affair, 
and as you havn’t anything in writing to 
show for it, and as it is an important mat 
ter to you and so much money is involved 
in it I have, after thinking it over, had 
a paper drawn up, which Windsor and 
myself have signed, and I have then had 
this paper placed in an envelope and put in 
the safe, and have instructed Miss Har- 
rison, in case anything should happen to 
me, to deliver it to you. Now, if there is 
anything more that you can think of that I 
ean do to protect this large interest of 
yours, I will do it, provided, of course, it 
is something that will not show any one 
that I have any interest in the matter.’ 

“Again in the middle of last December 
you called me on the telephone, and said 
to me: ‘ Lawson, I want to repeat what I 
have said so many times before; your in- 
terest in Massachusetts Gas is piling up 

ntil it is now so large that even you will 

astounded at its size, and I want to 
Warn you, don’t do anything to jeopardize 
t’ 


“T said: ‘ What do you mean by that?’ 
“You said: ‘Nothing more than you 
ight do things in the market that would 
rt the stock; in fact, some of its friends 
ve complained to me the last day or 
vo that. vou .were issuing market letters 
that might adversely affect it, because 
every point, you know, added to the price 
of Massachusetts Gas stock is a great 
mary dollars additional profit to you.’ And 
Isaid: ‘ All right, I will try and do nothing 
to injure the price.’ L 
“The absurdity of talking of New Eng- 
land Gas and Coke, or $5,200, is so great 
that*I cannot keep rational in reciting the 
facts. I have instructed Mr. Albers to say 
this one word to you. have not the 
slightest idea what Mr. Beck and Mr. Hem- 
euway were talking about. and I cannot 
believe that you have sent me any such 
message, but that these gentlemen have 
‘got some talk of yours so mixed and jum- 
bled up that it is absolutely meaningless to 
me. There is no New England Gas and 
Coke, and it was killed long before this 
agreement went into force, and Kiddér 
& peabody never did have anything to 
do with it so far as I know.”

It is an admirable idea of Mr. Ben Greet's 
to give over the last week of his stay at 
Daly’s to a long-needed revival of Gold- 
smith’s “‘ She Stoops to Conquer.”’ It seems 
necessary to remind ourselves that this 
play is one of the three or four indisputable 
masterpieces of English comedy since 
Shakespeare; that it still retains the full 
freshness and genial, radiant abundance of 
its humor, the very bloom of lifeJikeness, 
and that at the same time, in spite of some 
slight antiquity in its stage devices, (per- 
haps also in some measure because of 
them,) it affords unsurpassed opportunities 
for artistic and effective acting. That it 
should have been so long neglected passes 
understanding, unless it be that on the one 
hand it taxes to the utmost the resources 
of any company of whatever excellence, 
while on the other hand it has the vice 
(once a virtue) of giving none of the actors 
a predominant part. 

Perhaps the best recent performance in 
America was that of Julia Marlowe, which 
happened, however, in the days when she 
was less welcome than now in the metrop- 
olis, so that the latest local memories are 
of performances at Wallack’s and Daly’s, 
which, as it appears, made no great im- 
pression. As for the earlier days, we could, 
if we chose, descant minutely on the varied 
unction of William Warren and the exqui- 
site delieacy with which John Gilbert dis- 
tinguished the rustic quality of plain, good 
breeding in old Hardcastle from the urban, 
even courtly, refinement of Sir Peter Tea- 


zle. But having done that, there need be 
nothing to restrain one from going back to 
the days of ’74 and telling how, in the 
original production, Mr. Woodward refused 
to play Tony Lumpkin, and came on in- 
stead dressed in black to speak the pro- 
logue, while Mr. Quick in a red coat scored 
all through the play as Tony. The days of 
‘74? Aren’t we confusing the play with 
“The Two Orphans,” that has set hoary 
age and dry-topped ——. rattling at 
the New Amsterdam? ot at all. Our 
reminiscences, date from 
1774! 

Those who do not remember those days 
of °74, both elders and youngers, permit 
us to recommend the present brief oppor- 
tunity. Convinced as we are that Mr. 
Greet’s Tony Lumpkin, though an amiable 
patch, is not a patch upon the patch of that 
early opportunist, Mr. Quick; and certain 
as we insist on being that the Kate Hard- 
castle of Miss wynne Matthison moves in 
a different and lower sphere from that of 
Mistress Bulkley; and, indeed, that the 
whole performance falls below that‘ for 
which David Garrick wrote the prologue, it 
yet seems to us an intelligent and very ai- 
verting bit of ensemble acting, that for 
the most part presents a clear glass in 
which to reflect Oliver Goldsmith s amtable 
observations of character, his rich humor; 
that is discreet, gentlemanly, and human, 
even it is most boisterous. 

Of the present Tony it may be said that 
he is dry rather than unctious, and that as 
dryness is scarcely in the Lumpkin reper- 
tory_it falls short of full conviction. The 
deviltry seemed premeditated and never 
quite to come out of a boyish brain teem- 
ing with ideas of good and evil, (pace Mr. 
Yeats); the rough‘laughter at the discom- 
fiture of his mother came from the roof of 
the mouth rather than from the midriff. 
And with this there was a plentitude of 
stage business of the kind that by building 
up externals obscures~ the heart of the 
character. 

Then there were the additions to the text 
that have been handed down by “generation 
after generation of actors. While Tony’s 
mother was praising his late father, Mr. 
Quick, we feel sure (and if we don’t know, 
who should?) never whispered to Constance 
beneath his book that he was a rum one; 
and that line at the end telling “‘ You Con- 
stance Neville” to “go to the devil ’— 
Heaven knows who jotted that down in the 
text. Yet Mr. Greet was spirited and 
amusing throughout, causing most laughter 
by these two bits not in Goldsmith. f he 
did not quite look like silk to those who 
are mindful of Quick, it is possible that he 
wore all the better with the audience. 

Miss Matthison’s impersonation may be 
called solid rather than dextrous. The 
heart and soul of Kate Hardcastle were 
there, but the performance seemed lack- 
ing in light and shadow. For one thing, 
not enough difference, as it seemed, was 
shown in her voice and mimique between 
the barmaid and the daughter of the house. 
But are not such considerations, after all, 
of minor import? Miss Matthison has tem- 
on taste, and abundant girlish vi- 
tality. 

Mr. J. Sayer Crawley made an excellent 
Young Marlow, giving a performance quite 
as intelligent as that in the very different 
part of Sir Andrew Aguecheek. As Hard- 
eastle, B. A. Field acquitted himself with the 
ability promised by his Sir Toby, and: more 
than that evinced fin his Touchstone. George 
Riddell was an unctuous and convincing 
Diggory. In the light of past events, let it 
be -whispered that as Mrs. Hardcastle, Miss 
Millicent McLaughlin was not sufficiently 
mature. a 

The house was well filled last*night with 
an audience of unusual intelligence,-as it 
has been throughout Mr. Greet’s stay at 
Daly’s, and there was no doubt that it was 
thoroughly amused. For the younger gen- 
eration this is an occasion for culture madé 
pleasant which should not be missed, and 
even for us of the days of '74, it is a rare 
and precious vantage ground for reviving 
old memories.

Disinherited by the mother, Mrs, May A.

STOPS PLUMBERS’ EXCHANGE. 


Court Enjoins Detroit Organizations 
from Fixing Price of Supplies. 


DETROIT, Mich., March 29.—In a sweep- 
ing decision handed down to-day by Judge 
Brooke of the Wayne Circuit Court, the 
Riverside Club and Plumbers’ Exchange of 
this city, organizations of plumbers against 
which proceedings were brought by Prose- 
cutor Hunt on the ground that they were 
organized to fix prices and stifle competi- 
tion, were restrained from continuing busi- 
ness, which the court holds to be “an un- 
lawful enterprise inimical to the public 
welfare.”’ 

The decision says ‘“‘the Plumbers’ Ex- 
change and the Riverside Club were organ- 
ized for the sole purpose of raising and fix- 
ing the price of plumbers’ supplies and 
labor between themselves and to the ton- 
sumer, and that therefore both organiza- 
tions are against public policy and contrary 
to the statute under which the information 
is filed and should be suppressed.” 


DARLINGTON OVERWEIGHTED. 


Building Superintendent Hopper’s Re- 
port as to Cause of the Collapse. 


Superintendent Isaac A. Hopper of the 
Bureau of Buildings forwarded his official 
report on the Hotel Darlington disaster 
yesterday to Borough President Ahearn. 

“We are satisfied,” the Superintendent 
writes, “‘that the cause of the Darlington 
disaster was carelessness, principally in 
overloading the upper stories of the build- 
ing. While this overloading did not per- 
haps come directly under our supervision, 
still, had it been seen by this department, 
it would have been forbidden. This, taken 
in connection with the loose assembling or 
bolting up of the iron work and the faulty 
disapproved designs of the connections, was 
directly the cause of the collapse. The en- 
gineer who examined these plans had called 
for details of the construction, which never 
had been furnished.”’ 

Mr. Hopper — that the epee 
force is too small to examine info all de- 
tails of construction. He recommends that 
fhe architect or builder should be made re- 
sponsible for the work or the owner com- 
pelled to engage a competent Superintend- 
ent authorized by the department to per- 
form such work. 


MISS McCAFFERY CENSURED. 


Counsel Says He Will Sue Superinten- 
dent Stitt for Libel. 


Miss Sara J. J. McCaffery, who has been 
for the last thirty years Principal of Pub- 
lic School No. 116, was yesterday afternoon 
called before the Committee on Elementary 
Schools of the Board of Education and 
censured by Chairman Jacob W. Mack for 
insubordination and neglect of duty—the re- 
sult of Miss McCaffery’s recent trial be- 
fore the committee. f 

“This is one of the most painful duties 
imposed upon the Board of Education,” 
said Commissioner Mack in pronouncing 
the censure. ‘‘ While the charter and by- 
laws give you liberty of action within your 
department, they do not intend that you 
should not be amenable to discipline or 
negligent of the orders of your superiors. 

n view of your excellent record it was 
deemed best that no other action be taken 
than to call you before this committee and 
to advise you to dwell hereafter in har- 
mony with your immediate superiors for 
the peace and discipline @f your school.” 

When Miss McCaffery had withdrawn, 
James Clancey, her attorney, said that in 
view of the serious charge of gross mis- 
conduct, made with the other charges 
against Miss McCaffery by District Super- 
intendent Stitt, he would immediately be- 
gin action against Stitt in the Criminal 
Courts for libel and in the Civil Courts for 
damages. 


SAVED HIS MOTHER’S LIFE. 


Son Sprang from Bed to Extinguish Her 
Blazing Clothing. 


Mrs. Lucy Stake, sixty-one years old, 
wife of Capt. Frederick Stake, pilot of one 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad's great har- 
bor tugs, would have been burned to death 
at her home, 472 Forty-fourth Street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday had it not been for the 
courage of her son by a former marriage, 
Louis Eckoldt, twenty-one years. old, a 
printer in the office of a morning news- 
paper in Manhattan. 

He sleeps in the daytime, and his mother 
was preparing his breakfast at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon, Capt, Stake being absent, 
when, in shaking the fire, a coal struck her 
apron, which immediately burst into flame.

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HITCHCOCK DEFENDS 
SERVICE PENSION ORDER 


Contends That It Is Clearly Within 
Executive Authority. 


ESTIMATED INCREASE 
$5,400,000 


Says New Ruling Lays Down Rule of 
Decision That One 62 Years Old 
Is Partially Disabled. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Secretary 
Hitchcock of the Interior Department to- 
day sent to the Senate a communication in 
response to Senator Overman’s resolution 
directing the Secretary to furnish the Sen- 
ate a copy of the order issued by the de- 
partment enlarging the Pension act of June 
27, 1890, and amendments as to the disabil- 
ities of applicants for pensions, and to re- 
port by what amount the order will in- 
crease pensions annually. 

Secretary Hitchcock's letter is accompa- 
nied by a letter from Acting Commissioner 
of Pensions Davenport, who says Commis- 
sioner Ware's order does not enlarge, but 
simply construes, the Pension act of June 
27, 1890, and its amendments. Mr. Daven- 
port, who estimates that the cost of the 
new order will be $5,400,000 annually, says: 

‘The pension roll is diminishing rapidly, 
owing to deaths of beneficiaries, and in all 
probabilities this decrease will offset any 
gains caused by claims of soldiers who 
have reached the age of sixty-five and up- 


ward.”’ 
Secretary Hitchcock, in his statement, 
. 


Says that ‘some misunderstanding ” 
with reference to the purpose of this order 
has existed, a brief review of pension leg- 
islation is submitted for the purpose of 
showing that the order referred to is 
“clearly within executive authority.” He 
says disability, partial or complete, to per- 
form manual labor is the sole measure of 
the right to a pension under this act of 
June 27, 1890. 

The Secretary refers to an order of Sep- 
tember, 1893, when the age of seventy-five 
years entitled. the applicant to the maxi- 


mum amount. He cites three cases of this 
kind and continues: 
“Although age in connection with other 
disabilities has always been considered in 
determining ‘pension ratings under the act, 
there has never been any uniform rule for 
rating the infirmities due to the element of 
age, with the exception of the two classes 
named. Such ratings, therefore, seem io 
have been governed by the varying opinions 
of the many who have been occupied with 
that duty, thereby imparting to that feat- 
ure of pension administration something of 
uncertainty and inequality. 
“To this fact, together with the growing 
importance of age conditions, igs due in 
considerable measure the necessity for ac- 
tion on the line of this order specifically 
defining, so far as practicable, ratings from 
the best obtainable data for infirmities due 
to senility.”’ : 2 
In the administration of pension laws, 
the Secretary says, it is impossible to se- 
cure uniformity and expedition in decisions 
without laying down convenient rules. Con- 
tinuing, he says-* 
‘“‘The order in question merely lays down 
as a convenient rule of decision, and a 
rebuttable presumption of fact, that. one 
who is otherwise entitled and is sixty-two 
years of age, is partially disabled from 
earning a livelihood by his hands; that one 
who jis sixty-five years old is more dils- 
abled for manual work; that one who is 
sixty-eight is in a still greater degree in- 
capable of earning a support by manual 
labor, and that one of seventy is com- 
pletely disabled in this — Certainiy 
such a presumption is justified by general 
experience in actual life. 
“When it is understood that, in the ad 
judications under this act, age has al- 
ways been considered a factor with other 
disabilities, and when it is’ further con- 
sidered that, for more than ten years there 
has been an established rating.(the maxi- 
mum allowed by law) based. solely on the 
age of severity-five years, and that, for 
nearly seven years there has been an es- 
tablished rating (the minimum provided 
by law) based alone on the age of sixty- 
five years, it will be apparent how largely 
problematical must be any estimate of in 
crease of expenditures under the order of 
March 15, 1904.”’ . 
Representative Bourke Cockran of New 
York introduced a resolution to-day pro- 
viding that the Committee on the Judiciary 
be instructed to inquire and report to the 
House whether, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee there is any authority of law for 
the recent service pension order of the 
Secretary of the Interior. If no such au- 
thority is found to exist the committee is 
instructed to report whether the issue of 
the order amounts to a usurpation or in- 
vasion by the Executive of the powers 
vested by the Constitution in the legisla- 
tive department of the Government, and 
what steps, if any, should be, taken to vin- 
dicate the Constitutional authority of the 
Congress, and particularly the House. 


STOPS LOCAL CONGERN’S MAIL, 


Fraud Order Issued Against the Oriental 
Manufacturing Company.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The Post Of- 
fice Department has issued fraud orders 
against the Preferred Mercantile Company 
ef Boston, the Quaker City Fountain Pen 
Company of Philadelphia, and the Oriental 
Manufacturing Company of New York. 

The Boston eoncern is charged with 
operating a lottery scheme, in which dia- 
monds are the prizes for payments of $1 
each week for 110 weeks. 

In the case of the Fountain Pen Com- 
pany J. K. Baillie agrees to send pens for 


$1, but is said to have forgotten to send 
them even after receiving the money. 

The Oriental Manufacturing Company of 
New York pretended to give home employ- 
ment to women, plain sewing and the like, 
but the requirements were so severe that 
the money sent for outfits became the 
property of the company. 


POST OFFICE RELIEF ASSURED. 


enators Platt and Depew Indorse House 
Pian to Lease Sites.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Senators 
Platt and Depew have decided to support 
the House plan for the improvement of 
New York's postal facilities, This involves 
the leasing of the New York Central’s site 
at $90,000 a year, and the leasing of the 
Pennsylvania's site at $75,000. 

This proposition is not what the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, the New York delegation, 
and the special commission agreed upon. 
The original proposition was for the sale 
outright of the Pennsylvania site at the 
purchase price of $2,000,000. The leasing

LETTER CARRIERS’ EARNINGS. 


Worked Nine Years for an Average of 
$650 Per Annum. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was appointed a letter carrier nine years 
ago. My first experience in that capacity 
was as a substitute. I was placed on the 
substitute or extra list, as it is generally 
called, along with 135 others. We reported 
every morning at 6 o’elock to answer roll 
call. If any of us should be late for roll 
call our name was dropped to the bottom 
of the working list. Some men who had 
the misfortune to get jumped (as it is 
called) did not average $8 per week. 

My average I find was between $7 and $8 
per week. It all depended upon the weath- 
er and the regular men’s health. If the 
weather was fine, and the regular men all 
feeling well, we earned nothing. The pay 
we received was deducted from the sick 
men’s wages. When they are sick they re- 
ceive no salary. 

I can remember having received the sum 
of 70 cents in one week, after watching the 
roll call promptly morning and evening. It 
was a common occurrence to pass the hat 
around on pay day for some poor fellow 
who had been sick some time. On becom- 
ing sick he received no salary whatsoever. 

A married man cannot exist on the wages 
he receives on the extra list. ‘It is never a 
feast, and always a famine. 

After working for four years as a substi- 
tute, I received my first salary as a regular 
carrier, which was the sum of $1.63 per 
day. I worked for another year at the 
rate of $1.63, when I was promoted to’ the 
second grade; which pays $2 per day. When 
the second grade year expired I reached 
the third grade, with the salary of $2.72, 
which is the maximum.

TRAINS. DASH PAST FIRE. 


Spectacular Blaze Beside Elevated Road 
on New Bowery. 


Traffic on the South Ferry branch of the 
east side elevated roads.was delayed about 
fifteen minutes last evening by a brief but 
spectacular fire which burned out the two 
upper floors of the four-story brick and 
stone building, 34 New Bowery, occupied 
as a wareroom by Martin T. Garvey; dealer 
in second-hand store and barroom fixtures. 

It started about the middle of the build- 
ing from some unknown cause at 6 o’clock, 
no one being up stairs at the time. Deputy

TEST OF AUTOMOBILE RATES. 
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Chauffeurs Make Case Against Them- 
selves for Courts to Decide. 


To obtain a judicial ruling on the ques- 
tion whether automobiles are to be rated 
as public hacks and subject to the city ordi- 
nance governing fares, James H. Young, a 
chauffeur employed by the New York 
Transportation Company, was arrested yes- 
terday, charged with a violation of Section 
14 of Title 3 of the ordinance.

CAPT. COWLES FAILED 10 
SIGNAL MISSOURI'S COURSE 


Battleship Collision Followed, but 
Court Wants No Proceedings. 


CALL OF SIREN NOT SOUNDED 


Illinois Not Warned of Missouri’s Direc- 
tion and Was Misled by the Sig- 
nals the Latter Displayed. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.~—The report 
of the court of inquiry, of which Rear Ad- 
miral Wise was President, on the investi- 
gation of the collision between the battle- 
ships Missouri, commanded by Capt. W. 8. 
Cowles, and Illinois, commanded by Capt. 
R. B. Bradford, was made public to-day. 
The court recommends no further proceed- 
ings. . 

In-its opinion the court says: 

“As to the question of responsibility, the 
court is of the opinion that the collision 
Was not due to fault or negligence on the 
part of the commanding officer or ‘any 
officer or man of the Illinois. 

“On board the Missouri, Capt. Cowles 
gave the necessary orders for immediately 
reversing the engines for full speed astern, 
repeated the signal as an emergency sig- 
nal,-and ordered the display of the signal 
which should warn the Illinois of the Mis- 
souri’s breakdown dnd movements, - but 
failed to indicate the course to starboard 
By one blast of the whistle, and on backing 
by three blasts, in addition to or in ad- 
vance of the speed cone signals, and also 
failed to sound the siren as a call for col- 
lision when collision became inevitable. 

“The order for the display of the signal 
by dispatch flag was not obeyed by the 
Officer of the Deck, Lieut. W. Pitt Scott, 
United States Navy, or was not obeyed 
with sufficient promptness to be of service 
to the Illinois, while the absence of pre- 
scribed whistle signals left the Captain of 
the Illinois in absolute ignorance of the 
Missouri's actual movements. ; 

“This failure to convey to the Illinois di- 
rect the immediate information as to actual 
conditions on board the Missouri was, in 
the opinion of the court, after the accident 
to the steering engine, the secondary cause 
of the collision. , 

“The court lays stress on the fact shown 
in evidence that the Missouri was an un- 
drilled: ship, newly commissioned, intro- 
diiced into a squadron of evolution with- 
out previous experimental work to deter- 
mine her tactical diameters for varying 
helm angles or other tactical qualities, as 
certainly contemplated in the general in- 
structions of the tactical signal book, and 
without previous practice with another ship 
in section, 

“Capt. Cowles acted promptly and de- 
cisively in the expedient which he adopted 
to control his ship's headway. Whatever 
expedient he adopted, however, had his 
course been immediately communicated to 
the Illinois by the prescribed signals, the 
latter could have manoeuyred to avoid the 
collision. 

‘*Notwithstanding the omission of sig- 
nals noted on the part of the Captain and 
the officer of the deck of the Missouri, the 


court recommends no further proceedings.” 
Secretary Moody, in connection with the 
ease, asked Admiral Dewey this question: 
“In view of the facts reported by the 
court showing a failure on board the Mis- 
sour! seasonably to display certain signals, 
is the department justified in atting on the 
recommendation of the court, approved by 
the Commander in Chief, that no further 
roceedings in the premises be taken, or if, 
n your opinion, the department is not jus- 
tified, what action would you recommend?” 
Replying to the latter question, Admiral 
Dewey said that nothing in the evidence 
goes to show that, either on board the Mis- 
souri or on the part of any other vessel or 
of any officers, was there any serious omis- 
sion. He fully concurred in the recom- 
pentane that no further proceedings be 


ad. 

The Admiral said an interval of practice 
was indispensable to a newly commissioned 
ship before placing her in squadron drills. 

Capt. Will . Cowes, commander of 
the Missouri, was appointed to the: Naval 
Academy from Connecticut in 1 and 
beeame a Captain Nov. 2, 1902. Jam. 4, 1893, 
he was detailed as Naval Attaché at Lon- 
don, where he remained until April 1, 
1897. In 1899 he was assibgned to be aide 
to the President, and remained on this 
duty until assigned. to command the Mis- 
sovri in December last. 

Mrs. Cowles is a sister of President 


Roosevelt. 

Lieut. Scott was signal officer on the 
flagship Olympia under Admiral Dewey 
during the engagement in Manila Bay. For 
his services aboard the Olympla he was ad- 
vanced ten numbers in grade on the rec- 
ommendation of Admiral Dewey.

His Address Before Chicago Mu- 
nicipal Lecture Association. 


Opportunities Greater and Concealment 
Easy—Praise for Roosevelt 
and Folk. 


CHICAGO, March 29.—Justice David J. 
Brewer of the United States Supreme Court 
delivered an address here to-night under 
the auspices of the Municipal Lecture As- 
sociation. Justice Brewer's theme was 
“Obedience to Law the First Civic Duty,” 
and his discourse was listened to with 
marked interest by an audience that filled 
the Auditorium Theatre, Speaking partic- 
ularly of laws operative only within the 
city, he said in part: 

“And the first thing which I wish to 
suggest is that there is more violation of 
law in a city than elsewhere. This is not 
@ matter of mere mathematics. It is not 
simply because there are more laws to be 
obeyed, the ordi ces of the city in addi- 
tion to the laws of the State and Nation. 

“There are many reasons for this. One 
is the city is the abiding place, the habitat, 
of the criminal. The opportunities of es- 
cape and the means of concealment are 
greater. William M. Tweed sat in a room 
in Brooklyn and looked out of his window 
at the great City of New York for months 
while the police and detective forces were 
vainly seeking to find and arrest him. 

“Again, criminals follow the paths of 
business. You never think of looking for a 
abundant in the city than elsewhere. 

“A kindred fact is that the crank and 
the fanatic Kasten to the city to find the 
material upon which they can most easily 


work. Barnum, the showman, divided the 
world into two classe the humbuggers 
and the humbugged, and certainly the rep- 
resentatives of those two classes are more 
abundant in the city than elsewhere. 
“Another thing which is also potential 
is the. rapidity with which life is lived 
in a city. Accompanying the rapidity of 
living is the changed manner of life. 
Methods of doing business are new. 
Mergers, combinations, are in order. 
Strangely enough, in the days of trusts we 
cannot trust ourselves to hold or own rail- 
road stock, and so organize a Northern 
Securities Company to hold them for us.

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TRYING TO END THE 
BUILDING TRADES STRIKE 


Employers and Delegates of Brick- 
layers in Conference. 


PROPOSALS REJECTED BY MEN 


Meeting, However, to be Resumed To- 
day—Capt. Norton Goddard Pro- 
poses Arbitration. 


At the invitation of the Emergency Com- 
mittee of the Employers’ Association a 
cenference took place late last night at the 
Building Trades Club between this commit- 
tec and the Greater New York Executive 
Committee of the brickiayers’ unions. The 
conference was called in order if possible 
to reach some *thasis of settlement of the 
strike of the bricklayers and laborers. 

The joint Arbitration Board of the Mason 
- Biulders’ Association and the bricklayers’ 
unions was admitted after the conference 
opened and gave the present status of the 
strike. Several propositions were made, 
but none of them was agreed to by the 
labor men. After some dissension the 
members of the Executive Committee of 
the bricklayers went out and had a con- 
ference among themselves. They returned 
in about fifteen minutes, and the confer- 
ence with the Emergency Committee was 
resumed. 

No settlement had been reached early this 
morning when the conference adjourned, 
but negotiations , it was decided, will con- 
tinue, and another conference will be held 
to-night, when an effort to come to an 
understanding which will end the strike 
will be made. 

Capt. Norton Goddard took a hand yester- 
day in. the building strike. Te explained 
his reasons for doing so in a letter to Otto 
M. Eldlitz, President of the Mason Builders’ 
Association, in which he stated that Ralph 
M. Ejidlitz, Secretary of the Civic Federa- 
tion, had appealed to him to aid in settling 
the trouble between the mason builders and 
the bricklayers and laborers. 

After getting into communication with 
Mr. Ejidlitz the letter says, and learning 
more about the situation, he proposed that 
an arbitration board of nine master build- 
ers and nine bricklayers should be appoint- 
ed to settle the trouble, the bricklayers to 
go back to work in the meantime. Then 
he says he got into communication with 
Mr. Doris. Doris is the recognized leader 
of the strike and a: political friend of Mr. 
Goddard. Mr. Goddard says that Mr. Doris 
was willing to concede the right of the 
mason builders to work with non-union 
laborers if the ‘Laborers’ Protective Union 
Was not able to supply enough mén. Mr. 
Doris, he said, did not control the unions, 
but was of the belief that this plan would 
be favorably considered by the bricklayers. 


The mason builders had not decided to ac- 
cept the plan. 

Capt. Goddard yesterday afternoon said 
that politics had nothing to do with his 
action. 

*“*Some people might say it was politics,” 
he said, “‘ but that does not swerve me. 
am not butting in. I was asked to try and 
settle the matter if I could, and as a good 
citizen I am ready to try.’’

BABY HAZEL DOYLE FOUND. 


Woman Who Took Her Away Arrested 
—Believed to be Demented. 


Pretty little Hazel Doyle, the baby with 
light, fluffy hair, who disappeared shortly 
after she was taken by her mother to the 
home of her aunt, Mrs. Henry Bitter, at 141 
East Thirteenth Street, about a week ago, 
to remain while the mother was away in 
Syracuse, came back yesterday looking 
bright and happy. She was accompanied 
by Mrs. Mamie Peterson, who says her real 
name is Mamie Almquest, who is nineteen 
years old, and lives in the rear of the house 
with the child’s aunt. Hazel had been 
at the home of a Mrs. Roder, a fortune 
teller, at 135 Cambridge Avenue, in Jersey 
City Heights. 

Mrs. Peterson, who is believed to be de- 
mented, was arrested and locked up in the 
Mercer Street Station on a charge of kid- 
napping, and the child was taken to the 
rooms of the Children’s Society pending a 
thorough investigation of the case. 

It is said that when Mrs. Peterson first 
saw Hazel she fell in love with her, bought 
her candy, and wanted to take her for car 
rides. Last Thursday the child disappeared 
end the police were asked to look for her. 
Several detectives were assigned to the 
case, among -them being Detectives Vallely 
and Collins from Headquarters, 

Yesterday afternoon, while these two de- 
tectives were in the Christopher Street fer- 
ryhouse they spied the Peterson woman and 
lost no time in making their mission known 
to her. At first she seemed somewhat 
dazed, but did not act as if she were trying 
to conceal anything. She told the detect- 
ives that the child was safe at Mrs. Ro- 
der’s in Jersey City, and invited them there 
to see for themselves. 

She said she did not intend to steal the 
baby, but that she liked her very much and 
wanted to keep her for a little while. She 
had seen the newspaper reports, and had 
become frightened, and declared she was 
even afraid to go to her own mother. She 
had secured the back palor in the Cam- 
bridge Avenue house, where the baby was 


found. Her stories to the police were to 
the effect that she did not have money 
enough to take the child back, and yet she 
said she had been riding about New York 
looking for work. This and other strange 
statements by the woman led the police to 
conclude that she was out of her mind. 

Hazel’s mother is still in Syracuse, and it 
is presumed that she is still ignorant of her 
child’s predicament.

other player. Mathewson is still with the 
New Yorks. Mr. Ward added:

SALEM, N. J., March 29.—The Coroner’s 
jury in the case of Anna Newkirk, whose

| ADMIT BREAKING: THE LAW. 


Automobilists. Acknowledge That Speed 
Limits Are Exceeded. 


Some rather drastic suggestions were 
thrown out last night by ex-President A. 
R. Shattuck of the Automobile Club of 
America during a general discussion on 
automobile législation. by the members in 
the clubrooms,: Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
eighth Street. Naturally the number of 
arrests lately made in the city, and par- 
ticularly in the parks, for exceeding the 
Speed limits aroused comment. Mr. Shat- 
tuck, after mentioning the discrimination 
that seemed to be made against the man in 
the motor car, said: 

‘“*But perhaps we should not censure the 
police too severely, for we might as well be 
frank and admit that automobilists do ex- 
ceed not only seven’ miles an hour, which 
is the Park spéed rate, but even fifteen 
miles an hour, I would suggest that we 
keep out of the Park. It is a small place, 
the drives are often congested, and I don’t 
think there is very much pleasure in going 
thtough the Park just for a drive. ‘I think 
most of us go through, perhaps, as fast 
as we dare for the sake of getting out 
again and going beyond. ‘Let us leave 
the Park alone.’ . 

Previous speakers had mentioned the 
strenuousness of the police in holding up 
automobilists, and Mr. Shattuck remarked 
that retaliation might be made against the 
policemen for not enforcing the same law 
against horse-drawn vehicles. 

“ A’ watch might be kept,” he said, “‘ upon 
vehicles for certain distances, and if fre- 
quent cases occurred where the law was 
violated charges could be preferred against 
the officer for not doing his “duty. Since 
the first of the year, I understand, about 
sixty arrests have been made of automo- 
bilists and scarcely any of drivers of horse 
vehicles, and yet we all know that horses 
are driven constantly in the Park faster 
than seven miles an hour.” 

**I have had the good fortune,”’ continued 
Mr. Shattuck, “‘ never to be arrested, but 
I have been held up twice. Once I was 
hurrying home to dinner and I know I was 
going eighteen miles an hour. I told the 
policeman he had a good case, but after a 
few words he said he would let me go, and 
I promised never to do it again. If you 
are arrested, doh’t threaten to break the 
policeman and boast of your big pull with 
the Police Commissioner. That only gets 
the officer mad, and doesn’t do you any 
go0o0d.”’ 

These comments upan local automobile 
troubles were natural additions to the 
talk on legislation in general, and particu- 
larly in connection with Senator Hill's bill, 
which is expected to become a law before 
the present session of the Legislature 
closes. The good and bad features of the 


bill were clearly explained by ‘President 
Winthrop H. Scarritt and William M. Niles. 
The latter admitted that’ it was a rational 
law, although automobilists -were still 
placéa in a class by, themselves. 

“* Automobilists,”’ he said, “are against 
being put in a class by themselves, but I 
believe it is the intention of the courts to 

lace them in a separate class. The new 

ill offers many advantageous features. 
The minimum speed limit is increased from 
eight to ten miles an hour, and that is lia- 
ble to mean twelve miles without danger. 
Its provisions for bail are superior to the 
old law. for if arrested an automobilist 
may leave cash bail to the maximum 
amount of his fine, or leave his machine. 
This is really much better than the ordi- 
nary bail procedure, which requires a five- 
hundred-dollar rea) estate- bond.” 

Mr. Scarritt also spoke in general favor 
of the bill, and in closing said that if auto- 
mobilists ber careful of its provisions and 
no opportunity were given for really serious 
complaints against the drivers of motor 
cars within two years much of the dis- 
crimination against automobilists would 
probably die. 

George R. Chamberlain, who has been a 
member of the Law Committee of the club 
for several years, came out solidly for no 
special legislation’ at all. 

“ The common law of the land is broad,” 
he said, “and affords complete protection. 
The decisions already made by the courts 
and those which would soon be announced 
would constitute’a broad, elastic, and ra- 
tional law, applying to all cases and be far 
better than any statute. It is, of course, 
hopeless to expect this, for I do not think 
these facts are fully appreciated by the 
public. If we must have State legislation, 
{ think that portion of the highway act 
covers the subject thoroughly which states 
that ‘no person driving or in charge of an 
automobile or motor vehicle on any. street, 
avenue, parkway, or driveway in this State 
shall drive at a speed greater’ than is rea- 
sonable and proper having regard to the 
traffic and use of the highway or so as to 
endanger the life or limb of any person. 

“It is probably too much to expect uni- 
formity in the laws of the different States, 
but we should at least have uniformity 
within the boundaries of our own State.” 


FOSS LEADS FRENCHMAN. 


Eighteen-Inch Balk-Line_ Billiard 


Match at Paris. 


PARIS, March 29.—The United States 
leads in the first evening's’ play of the 
billiard match at eighteen-inch balk line, 
two shots in, Wilson P. Foss, the acknowl- 
edged amateur champion of the United 
States having scored 400 points to 338 made 
by Lucien Rerolles, the French amateur 
champion. 

There was a brilliant gathering of specta- 
tors to see the play, among them many 
Americans. The match was played in the 
salon of the Automobile Club. 

Foss led throughout, but his opponent 


made the best run, scoring 120 points to 
73, the highest number of points made by 
Foss.

NOT A GOVERNMENT OF LAW. 

Sixteen Democratic Senators voted to 
ratify the Panama treaty, thereby af- 
firming and approving everything done 
by the President on the Isthmus. But 
that is no reason why the Democrats of 
the House should bow in supine acqui- 
escence to the President’s decision to ex- 
ercise in his own person the supreme 
powers of Government within the canal 
strip. Several bills establishing a civil 
Government for the strip have been in- 
troduced in the House of Representa- 
tives. They have gone to the Committee 
on Interoceanic Canals, and there they 
will stay. The Administration wants no 
code of laws for the canal strip—it is a

derstood, wishes to govern the 
through the War Department. A mili- 
tary Government, of which as Comman- 
der in Chief he will be the head, best 
suits the temper and the purposes of the 
Administration. 

We shall be very much surprised if the 
Democratic leader, Mr. WILLIAMs, and 
the other Democrats of the House fail to 
call the Administration and the Repub- 
lican majority to account for attempting 
in this manner to govern without laws 
and without the authority of law terri- 
tory of the United States. 

The commission which sailed for the 
Isthmus yesterday was appointed under 
the authority of the act of June 28, 1902. 
“ Said commission shall in all matters be 
subject to the direction and control of 
the President, and shall make to the 
President annually, and at such other 
periods as may be required, either by 
law or by the order of the President, full 
and complete reports of all their actings 
and doings,” says the act. There is no- 
where to be found in the public laws of 
the United States any shadow of author- 
ity for doing anything on the Isthmus 
except to build the canal. In no section 
or line of the statutes is there any pro- 
vision for establishing and maintaining 
a Government. The President’s control 
of the strip through the War Depart- 
ment will be unauthorized, unsanctioned, 
extra-legal. If there were war upon the 
Isthmus he would have constitutional 
warrant for doing what he has now re- 
solved to do. There is no war. 
ple of the strip are at peace. They are 
entitled to protection for their lives and 
their property, and the privilege of re- 
sorting to courts for the adjudication of 
their suits. Their personal rights and 
obligations ought to be defined, schools 
must be established, and local ordinances 
made and enfaerced. In short, the canal 
strip should have a system of laws and@ 
a machinery of government. Taxes 
should be laid to provide the necessary 
revenue, and there should be responsible 
disbursing officers. 

The treaty with Panama requires legis- 
lation properly to carry it into effect. 
By that convention the Republic of Pan- 
ama grants to us all the rights, power, 
and authority we should possess and ex- 
ercise if the United States were sovereign 
of the territory. The strip is, therefore, 
practically. indistinguishable from “ ter- 
ritory of the United States,” but under 
the principles laid down in the insular 
cases the laws of the United States can 
be extended over it only by action of 
Congress. For one thing, there has been 
no delimitation of the strip. It is to ex- 
tend for five miles upon each side of the 
centre line of the canal, but until the 
boundary line has been run the President 
will be in continual danger of attempting 
to exercise military control over terri- 
tory of the Republic of Panama. ‘He has 
no authority for spending money on the 
Isthmus except for the construction of 
the canal. He can pay no salaries save 
to persons employed in that work. The 
commission has no power and no func- 
tion save to cause a canal to be dug. 
It may be consistent for President 
ROOSEVELT to continue by usurpation a 
work which he began in disregard of law 
and treaties. But that his resolve to es- 
tablish a personal Government within 
the strip will be approved by the Ameri- 
can people we beg leave to doubt. At 
any rate, the Democrats of the House of 
Representatives will fail in the first 
duty of intelligent and conscientious op- 
position if they put themselves in an at- 
titude of collusion with his unlawful 
procedures. 

The hitch over the transfer of the 
French Company’s rights and property 
to our Government does not affect the 
matter at all. It is surprising that there 
should have been any hitch. Did not 
Attorney General Knox visit Paris and 
satisfy himself that the French Company 
was in a position to make a valid trans- 
fer and give a good title? It has been 
eonjectured that the Administration may 
not be anxious for haste, that it would 
be entirely willing to defer the transfer 
as well as the payment to Colombia, un- 
til after the beginning of the next fiscal 
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year on July 1. If that should be done the 
$50,000,000 to be paid out of the Treas- 
ury to the Frenchmen and to the Repub- 
lic of Panama would not appear in the 
expenditures of the current fiscal year, 
which for that reason would present a 
somewhat less imposing total and would 
be likely to give rise to less campaign 
discussion. This is, of course, pure 
guesswork, but whatever may be done 
about the payments there is need of leg- 
islation for the canal strip, That ought 
not to be postponed—not even to gratify 
the President’s love of personal power.: 
ee 


NIU-CHWANG. 


The Russian procedures at Niu-Chwang 
seem to have produced more excitement, 
both in this country and in Europe, than 
the facts warrant. When we proposed 
the neutralization of China, and all the 
Powers agreed to it, including the bel- 
ligerent Powers, Manchuria was mani- 
festly and necessarily excepted, being in 
the possession of one belligerent which 
it was the aim of the other to drive out. 
To have neutralized it would have been 
to have stopped hostilities. Now it seems 
likely that the Japanese will attempt an 
invasion of Manchuria by way of the 
western shore of the Liau-Tung Penin- 
sula. In that case Niu-Chwang is their 
most obvious point of attack. To de- 
fend himself against this attack, the 
Russian officer in military occupation of 
the place is taking his precautions. 
Among them is a declaration of “‘a state 
of war.”’ 

We have no grievance whatever 
against Russia on this ground. It is 
doubtless true that the commerce of the 
port has been brought to a standstill, 
and that subjects of neutral nations re- 
main there at their own risk, But that 
is a risk that they necessarily assume by 
remaining upon the scene of military 
operations, actual or potential, It is in- 
credibly reported that the German Gov- 
ernment is anxious to know the inten- 
tions of our own at this juncture. Our 
Consul at Niu-Chwang, if he had a 
primer of international law in his posses- 
sion, could have said that we would fol- 
low the precedents. These are clear and 
unbroken. Our doctrine, and the doc- 
trine of international law, as stated by 
Mr. Sewarp, is that “the subjects of 
foreign Powers domiciled in a country 
in a state of war are not entitled to 
greater privileges or immunities than 
the other inhabitants of the district.” So 
long as the subjects of one neutral na- 
tion are treated like those of any other, 
they have no cause for complaint. This 
statement of perfectly elementary facts 
explains the official announcement from 
London that the British Government has 
no intention of protesting against the 
action of the Russian commander. It 
equally disposes of the twaddle which 
some of our esteemed contemporaries 
have shown a disposition to talk about 
the “insult to the American flag” in- 
volved in the removal of it by the order 
of the Russian commander at Niu- 
Chwang from the premises for which 
the occupants, being either actual or pre- 
tended American citizens, had thought to 
secure special protection by hoisting it. 
The incident is simply an incident of war, 
concerning which there is no occasion 
whatever for the citizens of neutral na- 
tions to give way to emotion, 


“ENEMIES OF THE REPUBLIC.” 


In the current number of McClure’s 
Magazine LINCOLN STEFFENS bases on 
his study of corruption in Missouri a 
striking article on “‘ The Enemies of the 
Republic.” He writes with the utmost 
plainness. He uses the names of promi- 
nent men in politics and in business. He 
gives numerous specific instances of 
bribery, defining the purposes, and stat- 
ing the amounts, the givers, the takers. 
For the most part his evidence was se- 
cured through the suits brought by Jo- 
SEPH W. Fo.k, the Prosecuting Attorney 
of St. Louis, and at present an indepen- 
dent candidate for Governor of Missouri, 
but to this evidence he adds the report 
of admissions made to him by the 
guilty parties. 

The most significant feature of Mr. 
STEFFENS’S article is his conclusion that 
the various manifestations of corruption 
which have been detected and exposed 
in the different parts of the country are 
not local, are not confined to one party 
or to one kind of business men, but are 
parts of “ American corruption, political, 
financial, and industrial’; that corrup- 
tion has been the origin and is the basis 
of a “system” embracing different call- 
ings and professions, and has become 
“the custom of the country.” Lawyers, 
bankers, manufacturers, “ Captains of 
Industry,” professed patriots, and phil- 
anthropists are involved in the “ sys- 
tem,” and excuse or justify their con- 
nection with and their profit from it by 
the plea that corruption “is every- 
where” and that “success” is impossi- 
ble without it. Mere is the closing pas- 
sage of Mr. Sterfens’s: article, which 
points the moral of the whole: 

I believe H. O. Havemerer thinks his 
success is success, not one kind of success, 
but success, not alone his, but public 
“prosperity.” And WILLIAM ZreGLEeR, who 
is spending millions to plant the American 
flag first at the north pole, I am sure he 
regards himself as a peculiarly patriotic 
American—and he is. They all are, accord- 
ing to their light, honorable men and patri- 
otic citizens. They simply do not know 
what patriotism is. They know what trea- 
son is in war; it is going over to the enemy, 
like BENEDICT ARNOLD, and fighting in the 
open against you country. In peace and 
in secret to seize, not forts, but citiés and 
States, and destroy, not buildings and men, 
but the fundamental institutions of your 
country and the saving character of Amer- 
ican manhood—that fs not treason. That 
is politics, and politics is business, and busi- 
ness, you know, is business. 

“Do you really call it wrong to buy a 
switch?” asked a St. Louis business man. 
“ Even if it is necessary to your business?” 

“ Say,” said a politician, “if @ rich mo- 
gul comes along and shakes his swag in 


your face and asks for a switch that he has 
a right to get, because he needs it in his’ 
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business, wouldn't you grab off a piece? On 
the level, now, wouldn’t you?” — 

They answer each other, these two, and 
each can judge the other, but neither can 
see himself as he is or the enormity of his 
‘crime. And “that man Foux,” rising out 
of the wrecked machinery of justice in Mis- 
sourl, may lead his people to see that the 
corruption of their Government is not mere- 
ly corruption, but @ revolutionary process 
making for a new form of government; and 
the people of Missouri, rising out of the 
wrecked machinery of the Government of 
Missouri, may teach their politicians a les- 
son in liberty and honor. But that is not 
enough. That will reach neither the source 
nor the head of the evil. Some power 
greater than Foux, greater than that df the 
people of Missouri, must rise to bring home 
to the captain of industry the truth: That 
business, important as it is, is not sacred; 
that not everything that pays is right; 
that if bribery is treason, if the corrupt 
politician is a traitor, then the corrupting 
business man is an enemy of the Republic. 
No matter how many bonds he may float 
in war or how much he may give for char- 
ity and education, if he corrupt the sources 
of law and ‘of justice, his business ig not 
success but—treason and a people’s failure. 

The sum of all of which is that in poli- 
tics, in business, in public and in private 
life, the stream does not rise above the 
spring that feeds it. The standard of pa- 
triotism is fixed by the citizens of a coun~- 
try in their individual lives and conduct. 
When Americans really agree that cor- 
ruption is treason, the traitors will be 
punished, not legally alone, but as 
ARNOLD was, by the insufferable and 


blasting scorn of his fellow-men. 


SCHOOLS AND PARKS. 

It was a notable delegation that visit- 
ed Albany yesterday to protest against 
the enactment of the Dowling bill te per- 
mit the destruction or incumbrance of 
the smal] parks by the erection of “ tem- 
porary”’ school buildings in them. It 
comprised representatives of nearly all 
the organizations which have worked un- 
selfishly and successfully for the better- 
ment of the conditions of life in New 
York for the special benefit of those who 
have little leisure to take such action for 
themselves, And it is with these socie- 
ties that the Mayor, by virtue of his per- 
sonal associations, would naturally in- 
cline to sympathize, On the other hand, 
the only organization which was repre- 
sented in favor of the proposition which 
all these organizations agreed in de- 
nouncing was “the” organization—to 
wit, Tammany Hall—and by its official 
spokesman. The contrast can scarcely 
have been gratifying to Mr. McCLELLAN. 

It was conclusively shown, on the part 
of the protesting organizations, that the 
evil which the bill ostensibly aims to 
correct has been much and loosely exag- 
gerated. It is, ef course, the duty of the 
city to reform it altogether by making 
provision for full time instead of only 
three-quarter time for every child of 
school age in the city, and to do this, not 
by makeshifts, but by systematic and 
permanent provision. But it was also 
most forcibly urged that the enactment 
of the measure would produce greater 
evils than that it pretended to rectify; 
that it would amount to a system of 
park restriction when we urgently need 
a system of park extension; that vacant 
land not already in use for public pur- 
poses could be had on reasonable terms, 
and, finally, that the small parks pro- 
posed to be “temporarily” abolished 
were precisely in those regions in which 
more small parks are most imperatively 
required. 

In fact, the Dowling bill proceeded 
upon the old theory that the proposal ta 
put the parks to irrelevant uses was a 
movement along the line of least resist- 
ance. That was true once. That it is 
no longer true is largely due to the ef- 
forts of the public-spirited men and wo- 
men who yesterday went to Albany to 
oppose the Dowling bill. It is inconceiv- 
able that that mischievous measure can 
survive such an assault.

ANDERSON VS. ABEEL. 

As a general and, we think, a just rule, 
the bringing of an action for breach of 
promise of marriage is held to argue a 
want of delicacy on the part of the 
plaintiff, But to this rule the action of 
ANDERSON against ABEEL clearly consti- 
tutes an exception. The defendant 
showed himself so unconscionable a 
scamp that it should have seemed to his 
victim a public duty as well as a private 
satisfaction to secure his punishment, 
even though she was a much less piti- 
able victim than she would have been if 
he had been able and willing to fulfill 
the contract. 

It is, of course, well settled that a suit 
for breach of promise will still lie, and 
entitle the plaintiff to damages, even 
though he had disabled himself from spe- 
cific performance by being married al- 
ready when the promise was made. But 
in this case another question arises. It 
was not the actual defendant whom the 
plaintiff on her part agreed to marry, 
but a creature of his own imagination, 
a@ supposititious “‘J. Ogden Goelet,” who 
was able to draw casual checks for $100,- 
000, and to get them cashed. Was it the 
actual ABEE£L or the imaginary “ Goelet ” 
whom she desired to marry? Supposing 
ABEEL, being a bachelor, had made a 
clean breast of his deceptions and his 
condition, and had offered to fulfill his 
promise. Would she at any time have 
accepted him on those terms? And, if 
not, can she recover for the loss of what 
she would not have taken? Is the cage 
not one of “damnum absque injuria ”? 
Certainly neither she nor any other 
right-minded young woman can now re- 
gard him as being or as having been a 
desirable husband. 

These are questions which ASEBL’s 
counsel, if ABEEL had defended the suit 
and made it worth his counsel's while, 
might perhaps have made interesting be- 
fore an appellate tribunal. In the actual 
aspect of the case, they are, of course, 
purely academic. It is a considerable 
satisfaction to all lovers of justice that 
the defendant is in the way of being com-~ 
pelled to pay, either in purse or in per-

THE WOMEN’S DAY IN PARLIAMENT. 

The House of Commons has just gone 
through its annual farce of voting a 
resolution that the disabilities of women 
in respect to the franchise ought to be re- 
moved. The vote in favor of this empty 
declaration was 182, and the vote in op- 
position was only 68, which on its face 
would convey the very deceptive intima- 
tion that there are more than two-thirds 
of the members of the House of Com- 
mons who believe it. The chances are 
that in a full House the declaration 
would not receive one vote in four, and 
the cert&inty is that nothing will be done 
to secure the legislation mentioned in 
the declaration. 

There is not the slightest disposition 
among the body of the representatives of 
public opinion in the House to enter on 
any revolutionary dealing with the suf- 
frage, and simply to remove the disabili- 
ties of the women would unquestionably 
present itself to them as revolutionary. 
It was assumed by the light-hearted Mr. 
LABOUCHERE in the recent debate that 
the women do not wish the suffrage and 
would not use it if they had it. That 
may and may not be true, but the possi- 
bilities of the increase of the number of 
voters and the radical uncertainty -as to 
how they would vote must give the. Par- 
liament pause, and much more pause 
than it has taken in the changes pre- 
viously made, slowly as they have come 
about. On the other hand the arguments 
used in the debate by the opponents of 
the declaration were singularly inept and 
contradictory. One gentleman urged 
that women are too cruel to be admitted 
safely to political power; another that 
they were far too gentle and yielding 
rude contests in which they 
would be plunged. One maintained that 
to give the vote to women would destroy 
the peace of families and tend indirectly 
to general demoralization of society; he 
was met by another who stoutly asserted 
that there was no sense in giving the suf- 
frage to women, for they would only 
vote as they were told by their hus~ 
bands, brothers, or lovers. There is 
probably a little truth in each of these 
varying and conflicting statements and 
not a great deal in the bunch. The vote 
would work in one way with one class of 
women and quite a different way with 
others. 

Of course, the strong point in the pro-« 
woman argument is based on the bald 
theory of democracy, and that theory is 
not applied in England nearly as thor- 
oughly as it is in this country, and prob- 
ably never will be. In either country, 
we should say that the women who really 
desire the suffrage would stand a much 
better chance of gradually getting it if 
they confined themselves to a demand 
for the vote for women specially quali- 
fied, say, by possession of property or by 
ability to stand a test of education, or 
both. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Out-of-town papers and an occasional 
correspondent of this one continue to circle 
cautiously around our problem of the little 
girl who said the fire was extinguished 
while it was still burning fiercely, but none 
of them ventures a direct attack upon the 
question whether what the child did was 
right or wrong, according to the definitions 
of strict moralists—which all of us are, by 
the way, at least for the purposes of con- 
troversy. One rather toploftical person 
acquired a pleasing sense of superiority by 
asking, in a rather weary tone, if we didn’t 
know that there is no moral element in 
acts done under compulsion. We have 
heard so, but what on earth has that to do 
with the question? The girl wasn’t com- 
pelled to make her misstatement—she only 
decided that to do so was the only, or 
perhaps that it was the easiest, way to 
save her panic-stricken neighbors from 
throwing themselves from the windows of 
their burning house. That was only an 
exercise of judgment, and certainly there 
is a moral element in a free choice between 
two open courses. However, most of the 
people whom we have stirred up by our 
inquiry carefully avoid the issue and con- 
tent themselves with humorous or indig- 
nant intimations that nobody with an atom 
of sense would have criticised the little girl 
for what she did—which, considering that 
nobody had thought of criticising her, also 
seems to be more than slightly irrelevant. 
Perhaps in time a truly courageous soul 
will get down to business and state the 
problem clearly and openly. It is, of 
course, whether the end does or does 
not justify the means. The question 
is a horribly dangerous one, but it is con- 
stantly arising, and it is not to be settled, 
as The Washington Times attempts, by as- 
serting of us that “it is safe to bet that if 
their building should catch on fire the staff 
of that paper would put up with any sort 
of lie if it meant their getting out on the 
street.”’ Betting, we must solemnly inform 
our contemporary, is never safe, in the 
eyes of a moralist, and what we would do 
or consent to have done for the sake of 
escaping death by fire, instead of settling 
the question, would only raise it anew, 


—This is the time of year when the 
janitors of apartment houses are wont to 
gratify the owners thereof by a firm ad- 
herence to the theory that, as Spring is a 
warm season according to every almanac, 
the thermometers that say anything differ- 
ent are necessarily wrong and cannot be al- 
lowed to prevent the letting out of furnace 
fires. Tenants, on the contrary, ere prone 
to despise the almanacs, despite the un- 
questionably high mathematical ability of 
those who make them, and to pin, or other- 
wise attacn, a fervent faith to the ther- 
mometer. To the unanswerable truth, “it's 
Spring,”’ they return a second, “‘ it’s cold,” 
and thereafter come rows and squabbles, to 
say nothing of coryzas and pneumonias. 
For the janitor, who takes wages from an 
owner who doesn’t have to pay them unless 
he chooses, and only tips from the tenants, 
who must pay them whether they want to 
do so or not, knows his business thoroughly 
and never fails to side with the man who 
rules him as against the men, women, and 
children whom he rules. Hitherto it has 
been deemed necessary to submit to this 
discrimination, for though the tenant's po- 
sition was nominally strong, it was really 
too weak to make a record on any known 
dynamometer, since to get redress in court 
took so long and cost so much money that 
only out-and-out cranks ever sought it there, 
But now comes a genius who, Instead of 
deciding that he wouldn’t sue for damages, 
simply went to a Police Sergeant and 
through him invoked the terrors of the 
Board of Health. And the scheme worked— 
worked beautifully! The janitor yielded 
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without a struggle, the owner kept care- 
fully in the and the furnace, 
immediately supplied with coal, resumed 
operations just as if the almanac hadn't an- 
nounced that the time for its annual va- 
cation to begin had arrived. This course 
of action should be noted for present action,

McCLELLAN has made the inevitable “ next 
step,” and is now advocating the use of a 
part of our finest breathing space as a 
drill ground for the National Guard. Of 
course, as in the case of the schools, he 
has no trouble whatever in proving that 
he mears well—that frequent drills in Cen- 
tral Park would not only give the local 
militiamen a lot of much better exercise 
and training than they can get in their 
armories, but would also provide the pub- 
lic with a spectacle in which it would take 
@ keen and legitimate interest. Nobody 
denies or wants to deny any of these as- 
sertions, but the great fact remains that 
Central Park should not be turned either 
in whole or in part into a drill ground. It 
was made for other purposes—purposes 
thoroughly comprehended and approved by 
the great public who paid the very heavy 
bills-and the mere fact that some other 
purposes are extremely good in themselves 
will prevent general indignation from fol- 
lowing any breaking down of the park re- 
strictions. Only a desperate emergency— 
@ real National danger—would warrant, or 
even excuse, that, and the Mayor, who 
says he wants an expression of public 
opinion on his new plan, should get one 
both loud and immediate. Let the Guards- 
men have a place of their own or use Van 
Cortlandt Park, which is a park of a spe- 
cial kind, intentionally assigned to serve 
special ends that could not be legitimately 
sought in the parks more distinctly urban. 
Central Park is sacred ground, in a way, 
and the Mayor, who is not a barbarian, 
ought to realize that fact as well as 
know it. :

THE SMALL TALK OF WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, March 20—The color 
line is amusingly drawn in a controversy 
that has come up in Congress as to the vari- 
ous names of a little street that traverses 
the fashionable precincts of Upper Six- 
teenth Street. This small thoroughfare is 
variously known as Samson Street, Madison 
Street, and also as Sampson Street—three 
names for one straight street four blocks 
long crossing Sixteenth from Fourteenth to 
Eighteenth. That part of it which is called 
Madison Street is built up with fine houses 
where white people live. The rest of it is 
lined with frame shanties and comical ne- 
gro houses, for the most part built by their 
owners, 

It is now proposed to have a law passed 
by Congress making the name of the whole 
thoroughfare Sampson Street. The histo- 
rians of Washington say the street was 
named after the first President of Colum- 
bian University, but that the colored peo- 
ple, in their struggles with the orthography 
of President Sampson’s cognomen, have 
spelled it one way along one block and an- 
other way along two others. The District 
authorities have good-naturedly followed 
them in the street lamp names and offi- 
cial records. 

The white residents along the part of the 
street called Madison are against the idea 
of one name for the whole street, saying 
it will depreciate the value of their prop- 
erty. They object to having the name of 
Madison applied to the whole street for the 
same reason. Besides, there are two other 
Madison Streets in Washington.

The green- 
back pulp is hereafter to be more carefully 
guarded, and will be ground to a fine flour 
so that it will lose all identity with its 
former noble purpose as money. The bust 
modelers will be permitted to use this, but 
they say that no one will want to buy the 
things unless they can see the bits of 
greenback sticking out of them.

THAT NEAR-SIDE ORDINANCE.

Inconveniences: 


Toa the Editor of The New York Times! 

In an editorial Friday, March 25 last, you 
ask, ‘‘Has the ordinance which requires 
surface cars to stop upon the near side of

I answer no. I question if one sane man 
or woman who fas to use a surface car 
has a single word to say in favor of this 
iniquitous imposition upon a suffering peo- 
ple. Nothing can be said that is too strong 
in condemnation of this unwise, danger- 
ous, inconvenient, time-losing method. 

The rule is to stop at near and far side at 
Junctions, or where tracks cross. On a 
stormy night I got on a Lexington Avenue 
trolley going north, supposing, as usual, I 
would get a transfer to a Fifty-ninth Street 
ear going west. I got off, looked for the 
transfer ticket man in vain, crossed to the 
northwest corner of Fifty-ninth Street and 
politely asked for a traiefer. “ You came 
north?” he asked, ‘“‘ Yes? Well, I only give 
transfers to those who come south.” “‘ But 
there Is no man on the opposite side,” I 
said, Then I got it right in the neck, 
thusly: 

“What your eyes for? Don’t you know 
the man now stands over.there on the 
‘near side’ for north-bound cars?” 

I did not know it until that moment. 
However, the information was given with 
s0 much force, emphasis, and politeness 
that I will remember it for ever and ever. 

Bear in mind, I am far from young; it 
was raining, snowing, hailing, and every 
other old kind of weather. I had to cross 
diagonally from Fifty-ninth Street north- 
west to Fifty-ninth Street southwest, where 
the transfer agent stood. He wanted to 
know if I got off ‘“‘that ere car.” I an- 
swered no, but tohd him I got off another 
just ahead. “ And couldn’t find me at the 
old stand, eh?” he asked with a leer. 
“ Well, I don’t know as I ought to give you 
a@ ticket, but it's a bad night, and you look 
as if you would not lie on a wet night for 
6 cents, so go ahead, old man, but look 
sharp, this ‘ere’s a bdd place to get way 
over again to the northwest side, and ye 
know ye can’t get aboard a Fifty-ninth 
Street west at any other place.” 

All this took ten minutes’ time, made me 
late for my dinner and a church meeting 
afterward. I earnestly hope you will not 
cease to hammer and thrash this “‘ near 
side "' (abomination of desolation) rule until 
{t is atolisha.. ROBERT RUTTER.

WOULD TERM IT HERESY. 


So Characterizes Remarks on Marriage 
Credited to Archbishop Farley. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The Rev. James Bishop Thomas, who 
signs himself ‘ Curate of Trinity Church, 
New Haven,” in a communication to your 
esteemed journal of March 26, charges the 
Catholic Archbishop of New York with as- 
serting that “‘ marriage is a sacrament and 
not a legal contract,’’ and that “the Ro- 
man Church recognizes only the validity of 
its own sacraments,” and that “all mar- 
riages not performed by a Roman Catholic 
priest are invalid.” In other words, this 
profoundly learned Protestant curate 
charges the Catholic Archbishop of New 
York with heresy. Unfortunately, the 
curate has never studied Catholic doctrine 
and consequently he does not know what 
even little Catholic children know and what 
the Catholic two-cent catechism, sold 
everywhere, teaches on these subjects. 

The average reader of THE TimEs needs 
no information on such questions, but as 
the Rev. Bishop Thomas does, I'll give him 
the necessary information through your 
courtesy. 

First—The Catholic Church, and conse- 
quently the Archbishop of New York, 
teaches that marriage is a contract which 
has been eltvated by Christ to the dig- 
nity of a sacrament, and that in Christian 
marriage the sacrament and the contract 
are inseparable. 

Second—The Catholic Church teaches that 
all Protestant marriages are as valid as 
Catholic marriages if the necessary condi- 
tions exist. The Rev. Bishop Thomas fails 
to understand the difference in canon law 
between “licit’” and “valid.” The mar- 
riage of a Catholic tg a Protestant is “ per 
se” illicit, but not invalid. 

Third—The Catholic Church teaches that 
baptism performed by any one, even a Jew 
or pagan, if he uses the proper matter and 
form of the sacrament and intends to do 
what the Church does, is valid. ‘“‘In case 
of necessity any one can baptize,” so says 
the two-cent catechism, a book as yet un- 
known to the learned curate of Trinity.

To the Editor of The New York Times? 

The first sentence of an editorial articlé 
on Sir Edwin Arnold, in a late issue of 
THE Times, is as follows 

“One of the public services which Sir Ed« 
win Arnold performed, without in the least 
Meaning it, was to abate the conceit of the 
homonymous, but not, we believe, traceabl 
consanguineous, Matthew, ‘of that ilk.’ ”’ 

Since both of these gentlemen have now 
“joined the majority,” it may not perhaps 
irivolve a violation of confidence to relate 
two incidents which throw light on their 
relations to each other. Some twenty years 
ago, when walking with Matthew Arnold 
on the banks of the little River Test, near 
Romsey Abbey, conversation turned on Sin 
Edwin Arnold and “The Light of Asia,” 
published four or five years previously. It is 
not necessary to enter into Mr. Arnold’sa 
opinion of the poem other than to say that 
it was very similar to that of Tuy TIMES, 
as expressed in the article in question, but 
during the conversation I took occasion to 
ask him if he were related to Sir Edwin, 
He paused a moment, as if shocked at the 
suggestion, and then said: 

“No, we are not of kin. Indeed, I doubt 
if he has any right to the name of Arnold, 
I have been told that he is of Jewish 
descent.,”’ 

A few weeks later I happened to meet Sir 
Edwin at a dinner in London, and, prompt< 
ed by, I hope, a not unpardonable curiosi< 
ty, propounded a similar query to him. 

“No,” he replied quickly, with what 
seemed a shade of asperity in his tone, “I 
am not related to Matthew Arnold, We 
are of wholly different families.” 

Then, his face breaking into his peculiar! 
smile, he added: 

“Matthew Arnold is an intellectual dys< 
peptic. His brain does not digest properly.” 

The slight antagonism, if it may be so 
called, between the two did not prevent 
Sir Edwin from publishing, let it be remem< 
bered to his credit, an appreciative poeticat! 
tribute to his “‘ brother’ bard four years 
later, when Matthew Arnold died. 

Apropos of Taz Trmus’s remark that “The! 
Light of Asia" is ‘a piece of versified jour= 
nalism,”’ it may not be uninteresting to add 
that Sir Edwin told me that it was written; 
on letter envelopes, the edges of newsps- 
pers, and other odd bits of paper, during 
his daily trips on the railway in and out of; 
London. The several scraps recovered from 
his pockets at night were then transcribed 
into an ordinary paper-covered manuscript, 
book. This book, the original copy of “ The 
Light of Asia,” was presented by Sir Edwin 
to Andrew Carnegie.

Hoboken Coachman Warned Burg- 
staller to Stay Away. 


ANGRY JEHU LOST HIS JOB 


Geiger Tired of Driving the Tenor to 
New York While His Friends Whis- 
tled “Die Wacht am Rhein.” 


That Herr Alois Burgstaller was one 
of the biggest plums in the “ Parsifal " pud- 
ding has never been denied, not even by 
Herr Burgstaller. But the tenor’s atttrac- 
tion for the thousands who paid $10 a seat 
to hear him, and the affection which he 
inspired among the flower maidens was 
as nothing to his popularity in Hoboken. 
In New York the people went to see ‘‘ Par 
sifal.” Hoboken went on its knees to Burg- 
staller. 

That is, everybody but Gustav Geiger, 
who is a coachman. His employer is A. 
Philip Hexamer, who owns the Hoboken 
Riding Academy, sells horses, and: belongs 
to one of the oldest and wealthiest families 
in Hoboken. Burgstaller established his 
court at the Hexamer home in Hudson 
Street, and it was there that Hoboken of- 
fered up its “achs” of joy and praise— 
all, except Geiger. 

Before “ Parsifal’”’ came to New York, 
and before Burgstaller came to Hoboken, 
* Geiger’s life was a coachman’s idyl. He 
did not have much to do, some say because 
in Hoboken there is no place to drive to. 
He is a well-appearing German, fair, and 
of medium height, and if necessary could 
give a correct imitation of a German cav- 
alry officer. His principal duty was to 
take Mrs. Hexamer for an occasional drive, 
and, as Mrs. Hexamer is good looking, the 
carriage smart, the horses well groomed, 
and Geiger—well, he was quite satisfied 
with the tout ensemble His other duty 
was to make equestriennes out of the young 
society ladies of Hoboken in the riding 
academy, and Geiger—and the young ladies 
—were quite satisfied with that. 

One day last month a cloud came up on 
Geiger’s happy horizon. That was the day 
that Herr Burgstaller came to Hoboken 
with Miss Marie Strobel, one of the “ Par- 
sifal’’ flower maidens, to say good-bye to 
a mutual friend who was to sail on a North 
German Lloyd liner. Miss Strobel and Mrs. 
Hexamer, who was at the pier, are great 
friends. Introductions followed, and Herr 
Burgstaller was invited to come and con- 
quer Hoboken. 

That was the beginning of the end of Gei- 
ger. When Herr Burgstaller came the 
next day Geiger drove him to the Hexamer 
home. When Herr Burgstaller stepped 
into the carriage to return Geiger asked: 

“ Fourteenth Street or Christopher Street 
ferry?” 

“Why, drive Herr Burgstaller to his 
hotel in New York,” interposed Mrs, Hex- 
amer before Herr Burgstaller had a chance 
to say anything. It was the longest drive 
that Geiger had been ordered on since he 
went to Hoboken, so with a preliminary 
growl he started off. 

After that Herr Burgstaller went often 
to Hoboken, and Hoboken went often to 
the Hexamer home, in Hudson Street, to 
hear him sing, for the tenor was obliging. 
He was much more responsive to the 
blandishments of the Hoboken maidens 
than he was to the wiles of Kundry and the 
flower ladies. Parsifalitis developed rap- 
idly into Burgstallermania. Geiger, im- 
mune, told his friends that he didn’t like 
Herr Burgstaller’s voice or the way he 
walked. 

Every time Geiger had to drive Herr 
Burgstaller and the Burgstaller voice and 
walk back to New York. From Hoboken 
to New York per carriage is a far cry, and 
Geiger was much more at home in Ho- 
boken than he was in that section of New 
York where the numbered streets cut each 
other at right angles. Every time Geiger 
drove Herr Burgstaller home to New York 
he liked the job, and Herr Burgstaller less. 

His friends began to tumble, and whenev- 
er Geiger drove down to the ferry the 
gateman began to whistle “‘ Die Wacht am 
Rhein,” that being the nearest thing he 
knew to Baireuth and Parsifal. Geiger 
got so angry one day when he thought 
of the helmet and spear that one of the 
stable hands had fixed up and suggested 
that he wear, that he spun around a corner 
too quickly, and centrifugal force landed 
Parsifal Burgstaller on the sidewalk. 

His anger was operatic, but the coach- 
man was unimpressed. “It didn’t hurt 
your voice, did it?”’ was his irony-tinged 
apology. There was open war after that, 
but finally Herr Burgstaller went West 
with the Conried company. 

Geiger didn’t forget the tenor voice and 
the Parsifal walk, so last week he wrote 
a letter to Herr Burgstaller, who’ was then 
in Chicago, and told him that if he came 
to Hoboken again something might happen 
to the voice. The tenor at once wrote to 
Mr. Hexamer, and on Monday Mr. Hex- 
amer summoned Geiger and told him that 
the Hexamers and the Hoboken Riding 
Academy could get along without him. 

That night there was a great rumpus in 
front of the academy, which adjoins the” 
Hexamer residence. Geiger was swinging 
his arms about in a frenzy of denunciation. 
He began with Herr Burgstaller, whom he 
was forced t drive; passed on to the Hex- 
amers, who made him do it, and wound up 
with curses on all Hoboken, who watched 
him at it. The police were notified and 
Geiger was gathered in. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hexamer sailed yesterday 
for Europe on the North German Lioyd 
liner Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, and be- 
fore he went aboard the liner Mr. Hex- 
amer asked Detective Weinthal to keep an 
eye on Geiger. 

Geiger, who was released yesterday after 
promising to be good, is going to Chicago, 
where he says that tenors do not cut any 
ice. 


HARRY S. CORNISH LOSES SUIT. 


Accused The New York Times of Libel 
and Wanted $50,000 Damages. 


The case of Harry 8. Cornish vs. THE 
Times Company, alleging Mbel and involv- 
ing a claim of $50,000 for damages, was 
concluded yesterday in Trial Term, Part 
X. of the Supreme Court, before Justice 


W. S. Andrews and a jury by a verdict in 
favor of the defendant. Wallach & Cook 
were for the defense. 

The plaintiff's suit was based on an ar- 
ticle in THE Times of July 18, 1899, which 
contained a statement by Harry 8. Cornish 
in reference to a story that one Swayne of 
New Haven, Conn., had in 1897 compounded 
a poisonous mixture for a person known to 
him as “H. Cornish.” Harry 8. Cornish 
at the time of the publication of the ar- 
ticle was prominent because of the killing 
by poison of Katherine J. Adams, The poi- 
son, cyanide of mercury, concealed in 
bromo seltzer, was sent to Harry §S. Cor- 
nish at the Knickerbocker Athletic Club. 
Roland B. Molineux was tried and finally 
acquitted on a charge of murdering Mrs.

poison package to Harry 8. Cornish, who, 

according to the evidence, inadvertently 

ve some of the poisoned bromo seltzer to 
rs, Adams. 

Mr. Cornish construed a reference to “ H. 
Cornish’ in the article on which the libel 
suit was based as applying o him and as 
branding him as the murderer of Mrs. 
Adams or as an accessory to the crime, 
and sought redress at law. The defense 
yesterday established to the satisfaction 
of the jury that the article which was the 
subject of the-suit was a legitimate news 

blication, fair to the ne: ff, and not of 
Foe character set forth in the complaint.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Burton Nor- 
vill Harrison, a New York lawyer, husband 
of Mrs. Burton Harrison, the author, and 
father of Representative Harrison of New 
York City, died here to-night, aged sixty- 
five years. 

Death resulted from a general break- 
down, due partly to old age. Mr. Harrison 
was born in New Orleans and was gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1859. During the war 
Mr. Harrison was private secretary to Jef- 
ferson Davis, the President of the Southern 
Confederacy, remaining with him to the 
end of the war. 

He shared in the capture of Mr. Davis 
rather than forsake his fortunes at their 
fall. When Mr. Davis was carried to Fort 
Monroe for imprisonment, Mr. Harrison 
was sent to prison in Washington, and fin- 
ally sent to Fort Delaware, where he re- 
mained in solitary confinement until 1866 
when he was released. 

Mr. Harrison during the latter months of 
his imprisonment studied law and later 
went into the office of ex-Judge Fullerton 
in New York, where he continued in prac- 
tice. He was secretary to Mayor ick- 
ham, and was largely instrumental in the 
prosecution of the Tweed ring. 

Mrs. Harrison and Representative Fran- 
cis Burton Harrison, Archibald Carey Har- 
rison, and Fairfax Harrison of Washington, 
his three sons, survive him. 

Mr. Harrison was a member of the Law- 
yers and University Clubs and the Bar As- 
sociation of New York.

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EXPEDITION OFF TO KILL 
THE BUGS OF PANAMA 


Forty Inventors Sail with the Canal 
Commission. 


ADMIRAL WALKER EASY VICTIM 


Enthusiasts Corner Him Aboard Ship 
and Explain In Detail Their Sure 
Death Apparatus. 


About forty bug killers, twenty engineers 
and contractors, and the Panama Canal 
Commission sailed from here for Colon yes- 
terday on the Panama Steamship Com- 
pany’s vessel Allianca, The bug killers are 
going to the Isthmus to kill all the bugs in 
the ten-mile strip; the engineers and con- 
tractors are going to see if there is not 
some part of the work for which they can 
secure a contract, and the commission is 
going to learn all it does not know of the 
Isthmus. 

Several of the bug killers appeared on the 
deck garbed in tropical attire—tourist’s hat 
and linen duster. Each had with him the 
apparatus with which he is going to rid the 
Isthmus of the dread germs of elephantia- 
sis, berri-berri, and many more tropical 
diseases, and the working of which he in- 
sisted on showing to Admiral Walker, head 
of the commission. 

The Admiral kept moving about the 
steamship from the time he went on board 
of her until she sailed, looking after his 
fellow-Commissioners and their friends. 
Everywhere he went there was a string of 
these “ bugologists”’ after him, and every 
time he got into a blind alley or a corner 
he had to submit to a rehearsal of how his 
followers were going to do the world ines- 
timable good by killing off all the bugs on 
the Isthmus. Then the Admiral would 
squirm and try to slide out of the corner, 
but without success. Forty times the forty 
bug killers accosted him, and at last the 
Admiral’s hair and whiskers seemed a 
shade whiter, while the kindly look in his 
eye had given place to an angry gleam. 

“Excuse me, Admiral Walker,” one of 
the public benefactors would say. “‘I am 
Prof. Blank of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, and I am 
to be a passenger on this vessel. I am go- 
ing to the Isthmus to rid it of the various 
forms—”’ 

“But, my dear man,” the Admiral would 
break in, ‘‘I have nothing to do with that 
part of the canal. You will have to apply 
to the United States Government in person 
for employment in that line.” 

“of tropical disease germs,’’ the bug ex- 
pert would continue, as though he had not 
been interrupted, ‘and I have here an in- 
strument which I have completed after 
many years of labor, and which I guarantee 
as the only sure means of doing away with 
the germs that infest the Isthmus.” 

“Very good,’ the Admiral would reply, 
at the same time looking with longing eyes 
toward some friends to whom he could not 
escape. “‘I am sure it will be successful 
and the Government will adopt it.” 

‘* But let me show you its workings. It is 
sin:vlicity itself and absolutely reliable.” 
So saying he wculd draw forth his appa- 
ratus and explain it in detail to the Ad- 
miral, who about that time was looking for 
some of his friends to rescue him. 

“And now,” the scientist would add, “TI 
want to ask if you cannot find room for me 
with your party, so that I can show you 
its working when we reach Colon. 

Then in desperation the Admiral would 
say: “ Yes, by all means, do anything you 
want.” 

If variety and oddity of apparatus and 
the smell of chemicals can kill the bugs on 
the Isthmus, the party which sailed yester- 
day will surely be successful. They carried 
all kinds of sprays, explosives, and bug 
foods, and each man had a complete library 
of books dealing with his subject. One tall, 
lean fellow, with blonde hair that hung in 
ringlets on his shoulders, exhibited to the 
reporters a revolver, by the explosion of 
which a chemical dust was liberated, which 
floated through the air and was guaran- 
teed to kill all bugs within a radius of 100 
yards. The scientist exploded his weapon, 
and after the reporters had received one 
whiff of the chemical they took refuge in 
another part of the vessel to escape the 
prospective fate of the bugs. 

The Panama Canal Commission, which 
sailed yesterday, is composed of Admiral 
Walker as President, William Barclay Par- 


sons, Col. F. J. Hecker, C. E. Grumsky, 


Gen. George S. Davis, Benjamin M. Har- 
rod, and W. H. Burr. Accompanying them 
are Dr. William C. Gorgas and Dr. 
Louis La Garde of the United States Army 
and Dr. Ross of the navy. These men are 
all experts in tropical diseases, and their 
duty will be to find the necessary means 
of making the Isthmus sanitary.

WINSTON CHURCHILL 


Promptly Leaves House of Com- 
mons in Reply to Attack. 


UNIONISTS FOLLOW LEADER 


Protests Against the So-Called Dis 
courtesy—Premier Replies to Criti- 
cisms of Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman. 


LONDON, March 29,—Premier Balfour 
administered a severe snubbing in the 
House of Commons to-day to Winston 
Spencer Churchill, (Conservative.) 

Mr. Churchill? arose, after the Premier 
had been defending the Government against 
an attack of Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, the Liberal leader, and pressed Mr. 
Balfour for a further explanation of the 
Government's fiscal policy, saying the va- 
cillation of the Government had caused him 
to become one of its opponents instead of 
one of its supporters. Thereupon the Pre- 
mier and all the Unionists except ten 
trooped out of the House. The incident led 
to protests on the part of other members 
against the discourtesy shown to Mr. 
Churchill 

The usual motion providing for the ad- 
journment of the House of Commons over 
the Easter holidays gave Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman an opportunity to make a 
spirited attack on the Government. He 
caustically criticised in detail the whole 
policy of the Ministry, which, he declared, 
except in the matter of Chinese labor, was 
marked by “indecision, confusion, and va- 
cillation, a tortuous course, and a misty 
atmosphere.” 

Sir Henry added that he did not think it 
was in accordance with the spirit of the 
Constitution that Premier Balfour should 
retain power when the country had shown 
at every opportunity afforded it that he no 
longer enjoyed its favor. 

Mr. Balfour, replying, said he noted the 
anxiety of the Liberal leader that he should 
resign, but he was quite unable to see why 
the Government should take the unprece- 
dented course of resigning office while it 
retained the confidence of the House. He 
agreed with Lord Rosebery that the coun- 
try should not be rushed in regard to the 
fiscal question, and pointed out that the 
Government majority even now was larger 
than the majority with which Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman assumed office in or- 
der to carry home rule. 

There was no reason why the courage of 
the Unionists should be less than that of 
the Liberals, or why the Unionists should 
relinquish their task because faint~-hearted- 
ness had been shown in some directions. 


Sir Henry could settle the question of the 
Government's resignation or not by a vote 
of cénsure. 

Mr. Balfour concluded with declaring that 
the Government's fisca] policy was that of 
real, progressive free trade. 

The House adjourned until April 12. 


DEPUTIES WOULD FIGHT DUEL. 


Challenge In French Chamber Over At- 
tack on M. Pelletan. 


PARIS, March 29.—The expected attack 
upon M. Pelletan’s administration of the 
navy began to-day in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, and in consequence of a disputé in 
the course of the session, M. Decker-David 
(Republican) challenged M. Thierry (Re- 
publican) to a duel. 

M. Chaumet (Republican) opened the de- 
bate with a bitter personal arraignment of 
M. Pelletan’s alleged incompetency and in- 
efficiency in the conduct of naval affairs. 

Deputy Locroy (Radical Republican) fol- 
lowed up the attack on Minister Pelletan, 
but had not concluded his speech when the 
sitting was adjourned. He was frequently 
interrupted by the Extreme Left. 

The debate is expected to last two days 
and promises to be a test of the strength 
of M. Pelletan and of the Ministry as a 
whole. The Government leaders assert that 
the latest canvass shows that they have a 
majority of twenty. The final test will 
come on a motion to appoint an extra Par- 
liamentary commission of investigation.

No Kilo Goods to be Admitted If Packed 
Like Perfect Goods. 


As a result of the recently discovered 
frauds in the importation of St. Gall em- 
broideries at Boston,. Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Armstrong has just issued 
the following circular to all appraising 


officers: 

Collectors and other officers of the customs are 
héreby directed to deliver no shipments of em- 
broideries invoiced or entered as kilo goods, when 
they are packed in a manner to resemble perfect 
goods, on cards ahd in cartons, without first 
notifying the department and giving full infor- 
mation. No goods invoiced or entered as kilo 
goods, in which perfect goods are found mixed, 

will be admitted at kilo rates, but action will be 
taken under Section 2,911 of the Revised Statutes, 

Section 2,911 provides that when goods 
of different values are found’ in an im- 
portation entered at an average value, the 
Appraiser shall assess the whole at the 
value of the goods of the most expensive 
class in the importation. “‘ Kilo goods” 
is the trade term for damaged or imper- 
fect St. Gall embroideries, which are sold 
by weight.

Louisville and Nashville lost activity 
and strength yesterday. Its little boom 
Was therefore a’ mere traders’ manipu- 
lation. Possibly that comment also may 
come to be made regarding the success- 
ors to Louisville and Nashville as the 
market’s leaders, but yesterday’s impres- 
sion was of another sort. Eight times as 
many Union Pacific shares. were sold 
_yesterday as of Louisville on Monday, 
and along with Union Pactfic impartant 
affiliated properties were bath active and 
strong. Half the day’s business was 
done in Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
, and St. Paul, all at advancing prices. 
On the curb the Northern Securities 
group lost its weakness of the day be- 
fore, but was not especially active. 

It was also remarked that the impor- 
tant group of banks associated with the 
Bank of Commerce gained reserves on 
the last statement, and that the City 
Bank group had lost some millions, al- 
though they had been accumulating cash 
up to last week. Their loan movements 
corresponded. Here are ample facts to 
construct a working theory. St. Paul, 
meaning those responsible for St. Paul’s 
welfare, is the buyer instead of the 
bought, and Union Pacific is being ac- 
cumulated, not by Bank of Commerce in- 
terests, but by capitalists identified with 
the City Bank. The buying is not com- 
petitive or obnoxious to Union Pacific’s 
chief owners, but what is wanted may be 
acquired without opposition in the open 
‘market. The object is not to create com- 
petition in the cut-throat manner im- 
posed by Oongressional Solons, nor yet to 
institute a monopoly, but to solidify the 
existing community of interest and forti- 
fy St. Paul’s Western connections, and 
possibly Dastern as well. It will be in- 
teresting to remark what light is thrown 
upon this theory by to-day’s develop- 
ments. Yesterday’s comment in well- 
informed quarters was that it was nei- 
ther improbable nor undesirable. Com- 
bination rather than competition is the 
law of railway development, and repre- 
sentation rather than control is the new 
ery. It is in every way better that St. 
Paul should find its outlets over exist- 
ing connections than that it should carry 
out old plans of construction and disturb 
a situation shaping into form to give 
public accommodation at minimum cost. 
The organization of a new transconti- 
nental route without antagonizing those 
existing is the possibility suggested by 
yesterday’s incidents. 

Outside of this group Steel was most 
active, and it lost a fraction, contrary 
to the general strength of the market. 
More interest is felt in the statement to 
accompany the dividend than in the div- 
idend itself. A distribution of surplus 
would not be regarded as a stimulating 
incident in the present frame of mind of 
even mere market manipulators. Erie’s 
earnings, like Canadian Pacific’s, were 
dispiriting, but the Street has nerved 
itself to expect more of the same sort 
and to look to the future for their cor- 
rection. The tinplate labor situation is 
less favorable, and the local building 
strike assumes a forbidding phase just 
as it was hoped that construction would 
promote growth of the iron trade. The 





strength of cotton is not conducive to 
peace of mind of those interested in large 
supplies, and the produce prices are not 
suggestive of any unusual amount of 
traffic for railways. Of stocks which 
moved a half point or more 22 rose and 
18 fell. The market therefore must .be 
called strong, but irregular, and the 
strength was so highly concentrated, al- 
though presumably . meritorious, that 
there is no new basis for enthusiasm for 
which there cannot be cited specific rea-

FUTURE STEEL DIVIDENDS, 


Trust Directors Said to be Divided as to 
the Proper Course. 


A meeting of the Finance Committee of 
the United States Steel Corporation was 
held yesterday, at which it is understood 
action on the declaration of the quarterly 
dividend of the corporation which is to be 
taken by the Directors next week was dis- 
cussed. It is known that the board has been 
divided on the policy of continuing full 
dividends ever since last November. 

These differences resulted in a compro- 
mise at the last dividend meeting, but as 
earnings have not increased materially 
since that time it is understood that the 
whole question will have to be gone over 
again. The earnings for the quarter ending 
March 31 are understood to be less than 
those of the last i which were the 
lowest up to that time in the history of the 
company. 

The earnings for the present quarter are 
said to_be not more than $10, This 
would not be sufficient to meet all the pay- 
ments for fixed charges, sinking funds, and 
dividends, and it would be necessary to call 
on the surplus, in order to pay the full div- 
idend. It is understood that an influential 
number of the Directors is against the pol- 
icy of declaring dividends out of the greatly 
reduced surplus, especially as the latter 
may have to be cut down still more. What 
the result of the deliberations will be is 
awaited by Wall Street with the greatest 
interest. Full preferred dividend payments 
would require $6,125,000.

WALL STREET TOPICS. 


Interesting Close. 

The close of yesterday’s session of the 
stock market was by far the most inter- 
esting part of the day's trading. The up- 
ward movement which had been in progress 
most of the day in Union Pacific’ toward 
the end was communicated to several other 
stocks, and the list closed with much show 
of strength. Net gains in several promi- 
nent issues were quite large, and by far the 
larger part of the changes were on the side 
of gains, BHarlier in the day the market had 
shown considerable hesitancy, so that the 
tone of the market at the close was all the 


more notable. Some saw in the develop- 
ments of the day a'sign of a radical change 
in the market position of certain powerful 
interests, and serrtiment in some quarters 
was favorably affected by the further ad- 
vance in Union Pacific, re-enforced by the 
improvement in St. Paul, Atchison, and 
other issues. 


Trading Much Concentrated. 

While a number of stocks shared to some 
extent in the advance of the leaders of the 
list, very few issues shared their activity. 
Out of the day’s total transaction of 564,200 
shares nearly four-fifths were supplied by 
the nine most active stocks, and of these 
the three most active, Union Pacific, South- 


ern Pacific, and Atchison, showed about 
half of the*whole day’s trading. All told 
108 stocks were traded in, so that the aver- 
age volume of the stocks outside of the 
nine active securities was very small. 


Position of Steel Preferred. 


Much attention was given to the move- 
ment in United States Steel preferred owing 
to the day’s discussion of the question of 
the coming dividend which some were in- 
clined to think would be at a lower rate 
than the regular 7 per cent.

HAWLEY AND RAY SUMMONED. 


Elihu Root to Examine Them on Behalf 
of the Sully Receivers. 


Edwin Hawley and Frank H. Ray, who 
are said to have had an interest in the cot- 
ton pools of Daniel J. Sully, have been 
served with a writ issued by Judge Holt in 
the United States District Court requiring 
them to appear before a special examiner 
to be appointed by Commissioner Alexander 
on Friday morning at’11 o’clock, and there 
to give testimony regarding their relations 
with Mr. Sully and his firm. Service of the 
order requiring their appearance was made 
on Monday night, as it was feared by the 
plaintiffs that these men were about to go 
South for an extended trip. 

The order was sworn out by the receivers 
through the law firm of Boothby & Bald- 
win, counsel for the Cotton Exchange and 
for the committee of creditors. The order 
Was not secured until late Monday night, 
as it had not been decided to take this step 
until the meeting of the creditors’ commit- 
tee, which adjourned late that afternoon. 
Elihu Root has been engaged by the re- 
ceivers to act as associate counsel, and he 
will conduct the examination of the wit- 
nesses at the hearing. 

It was thought that the action taken by 
the receivers would conflict with the plans 
of the creditors represented by Samuel Un- 
termyer, but it was’ stated last night that 
this was not the case, and that the proceed- 
ings to be started by Mr. Untermyer would 
be conducted independently. 

The committee of creditors had another 
meeting last night at the offices of the re- 


ceivers, but what was done was not di- 
vulged. J. Temple Gwathniey declined to 
talk, and all that Mr. Siedenburg, Chair- 
man of the committee, would say was that 
they did not intend to "call a meeting of the 
creditors to-day. 

Mr. Sully was at the office of his counsel, 
John R. Dos Passos, until late in the after- 
noon, but when he came out he said that 
there was nothing to be given out. He had 
heard that the offer he made on Monday 
yon being favorably considered by the cred- 

ors. 

There were sold during the day by the 
Corn Exchange Bank a few thousand bales 
of spot cotton for account of the Sull 
firm of the total value of about $300,000.
